‘On April 20, 1977, the final day of the 190th Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, James Ear] Watson was elected and installed 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. 


One of six children born to Ambrose P. and Kate Mills Watson, our new 
Grand Master was born July 11, 1915, in Surry County and has remained 
faithful to that county, now residing in Mount Airy. Earl is married to the 
former Dorothy Frances “Dot” Jones and they have two sons, Kenny Russell 
Watson and Mickey Dean Watson, and one granddaughter. Both sons are blue 
lodge and Scottish Rite Masons. 


The Grand Master was educated in the Surry County schools and at State 
College School of Textiles. He has spent all his adult life—even some of his 
teens—in the textile business, beginning in 1926 as an office boy with 
Spencer’s, Inc. (formerly Mount Airy Knitting Company), of Mount Airy. 
Now he is Vice President, Secretary and Director of that firm, which 
manufactures children’s and infants’ sleepwear and underwear. 


Earl became a Master Mason July 17, 1945 in Granite Lodge No. 322, at 
Mount Airy, and on December 18, 1950 he demitted to become a charter 
member of Renfro Lodge No. 691. He was Master of Renfro Lodge in 1952. A 
Certified Lecturer since 1956, he compiled a distinguished record during 
many years of service as a member of the Grand Lodge Board of Custodians. 
He is a member of the Winston-Salem Scottish Rite Bodies and is a Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honour. In the York Rite he holds membership in 
Mount Airy Chapter No. 68, Blue Ridge Council No. 28, DeMolay 
Commandery No. 34, and has received the York Cross of Honour. A member 
of Charlotte’s Oasis Shrine Temple, he is also a member and director of Surry 
Shrine Club. 


Our new Grand Master has received the grade of Thrice Illustrious 
Master and he is a member of the North Carolina College Societas 
Rosicruciana Incivitatibus Foederatis, Allied Masonic Degrees, Grand 
Council of the Order of High Priesthood of N. C., and Red Cross of 
Constantine. 


He is a member and Past Patron of Mount Airy Chapter No. 18, Order of 
the Eastern Star. 


Certainly there have been many highlights in these 32 years of dedicated 
service to Masonry. It is not possible to list them all. But Grand Master Earl 
Watson surely treasures that moment on April 22, 1970, when then Grand 
Master Maurice E. Walsh appointed him Grand Steward. Another 
memorable event occurred during Grand Lodge last year, when Earl was 
awarded the Joseph Montfort Medal, North Carolina Masonry’s highest 
award, by Grand Master S. Frank Noble, Jr. Then came the culmination of all 
those years of service and dedication to Freemasonry, when the delegates to 
the 1977 Annual Communication elected him to be their Grand Master. 

His dedication to the Masonic Fraternity has never stocd between Earl 
and his duties to his church, his family and his community. l 

A member of Central United Methodist Church, the Grand Master has 
served as President of the Sunday School, as a member of the official board, 
and is presently a member of the finance committee and is an usher. 


He has served 15 years as an adviser and director in the Boy Scouts of 
America, he is a member and state director of the Travelers Protection 
Association of America, and is Past President and Director of Mount Airy 
Lions Club. He is Past President and Director of Mount Airy’s Chamber of 
Commerce, is Chairman of the Zoning Board of Adjustment of Mount Airy, 


and is now retired with the rank of captain after 33 years of service with the 
Mount Airy Volunteer Fire Department. He holds the “Fireman of the Year” 
award. 

With all this, our new Grand Master still finds occasional time for his two 
hobbies, golf and farming. 

Freemasonry in North Carolina can look confidently forward to a 
Masonic Year led by this dedicated, capable and energetic Mason.

The following report of Brother Thomas A. Patterson, 
Superintendent of the. Masonic and Eastern Star Home of 
North Carolina, Inc., was presented and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Sixty-Second Annual Report of the Superintendent is one of which all 
Masons aod Stars will be proud. Our achievements for 1976 were numerous 
and a direct result of the total efforts and invoivement of the administration, 
staff, Board of Directors, Guests and Masons and Stars throughout the State. 
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The Home is regarded as the “outstanding” retirement and care facility in 
the State, and one of the best in the Nation. Our buildings are modern, in good 
repair and well furnished for our Guests. The superintendent receives letters 
regularly from Guests, their relatives and friends expressing their sincere 
appreciation for the care and interest rendered by our Staff. They express 
appreciation, not only to our staff for the superior care and interest rendered, 
but to Masons and Stars who make the Home a reality for so many. 


Our activities have been many and varied. We have had a very active 
ceramic program, presented a play written and produced by a Guest, a trip to 
the North Carolina zoo, concerts, dances, bingo, Hawaiian Luau and many, 
many other arts and crafts programs. We purchased tablecloths for the dining 
room to make meal time a little more like home on Sundays and on special 
occasions. 


We were happy to admit a total of eighteen new Guests to the Home in 
1976. However, we are saddened by the fact that we still have a waiting list of 
approximately two years before a Guest can enter the Home after the 
application is approved. We rendered a total of 51,123 total days of care to our 
140 Guests at an average yearly per capita cost of $5,127.66, or an average 
daily cost per capita of only $14.01. Of course, a good part of this comes from 
the Care Center where we provide total nursing care on a 24 hour basis for 
those Guests who are unable to care for themselves. The average daily 
enrollment for 1976 was 139.5. Our total operating budget for 1976 was 
$717,335.16. The fact that we renovated and re-opened the Latham Building 
for our Guests to live in and also operated the Linville Administration 
Building for the first full year, added additional cost for utilities and other 
services. 


Again, I am proud to announce that we did have an increase in monetary 
support from the Masonic Bodies over the previous year. However, Iamsorry 
to report that the increase was not sufficient to offset our increase in expenses. 
The Masonic Bodies show a deficit in our operating expenses for the past four 
years as follows:

for a grand deficit of $89,011.19. Our total contributions from the Grand 
Chapter of the Order of the Eastern Star was $136,504.61, a decrease of 
$22,222.05 over the previous year. However, this amount represents 40 per 
cent of the cost of the operating expenses for the Home. The Order of the 
Eastern Star has always paid their fair share and do not show any deficit. 
They are to be congratulated. 


During the year we have repaired the roof on Setzer Building and 
completed renovation of the East Wing of same. Although we have not 
furnished the new section, it is a vast improvement and will be in constant use 
by our Guests and visitors. We also repaired the roof, steeple and dormers on 
the Chapel which had deteriorated greatly. We are constantly painting and 
cleaning to make our Home more attractive and liveable for our Guests. 

The superintendent was invited to many lodges and chapters during the 
year to present the story of the Home through color slides and interesting and 
informative facts concerning the Home and its Guests. He will be happy to 
present this program to your lodge or chapter upon request.

The following Resolution by the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., was 
presented, entered on the record, and referred to the Board of 
General Purposes: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Masonic and Eastern Star Home Board of Directors met in 
Greensboro at the Home on August 16, 1975 and during that session the Board 
was confronted with the fact that in all probability the Masons of the State of 
North Carolina and the members of the Eastern Star had now contributed 
about as much money as they could for the construction of additional housing 
facilities for guests at the Home and that the construction of further housing 
facilities would create a burden that the two groups could not reasonably be 
expected to bear. The Board also was reminded that the current housing 
facilities of the Home will accommodate an additional number of guests with 
no additional construction required. Even so there remain scattered 
throughout the State a certain group of brethren and sisters who also are 
destitute, but ina different way. These are destitute, not economically because 
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they are abundantly prepared to take care of their financial needs; they are 
destitute of love, of attention and supervision and of someone to watch over and 
take care of them in the sunset days of their lives. It was felt that the needs of 
this group — of a higher economic level but just as needy — should be given 
consideration by the Masons and Eastern Stars of North Carolina nonetheless. 
Accordingly, a motion was unanimously approved calling upon the Chairman 
to appoint a committee who would study the long range needs of the Home and , 
file a report subsequently. The Chairman, Grand Master S. Frank Noble, Jr., 
appointed the following five members to serve on this long range planning 
committee; Jesse Laughinghouse, Chairman, of Greenville; Leslie H. Garner, 
at that time the Senior Grand Warden, also of Greenville; Shutt Hartman of 
Clemmons, now Potentate of Oasis Temple; Sister Rebecca F. Brown, Worthy 
Grand Matron, Greensboro; and Sister Chloe Lathan Phillips, Past Grand 
Matron of Monroe. 


On September 23, 1975 Grand Master Noble issued the following 
challenge to this committee: "Perhaps we have reached a point in our plans for 
the elderly where we need to give consideration to a different type of housing. 
This new type would take care notonly of those who are financially well-fixed, 
but who at the same time, in a very real sense, are destitute in so far as love, 
attention, and physical standards of living are concerned. This new type of 
housing to be provided would be in accord, and consistent with, their 
individual economic ability to provide. This is à modern plan of housing and it 
is becoming very popular with a large number of religious denominations and 
fraternal organizations. It is requested, therefore, that you give considerable 
attention to the provision of a type of housing that would fall in line with this 
trend of thinking." And he continued: “At the same time it is suggested that 
you might keep in mind the needs of the large numbers of applicants who are 
already on our waiting list and for whom some consideration should be given." 
Parenthetically, let me state that the needs of this last mentioned group are 
being provided for in a companion resolution being presented to the Grand 
Lodge and to the Grand Chapter atthistime. In that same communication, the 
Grand Master concluded with this challenging statement: "I am fully aware of 
the fact that conceivably this proposal could, and would, point a new 
additional direction to the services offered our members in North Carolina. I 
want you to know, therefore, that I deeply appreciate your willingness to 
accept this challenge. I have the utmost confidence. . ... in your judgment to 
come forth with such a proposal as would place the stamp of hearty approval 
upon what I consider to be one of the greatest challenges ever to confront the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro, and the Masons and Eastern 
Stars in North Carolina.” 


This committee proceeded with its study and on April 10, 1976 the then 
Senior Grand Warden, Right Worshipful Brother Leslie H. Garner, in behalf 
of the Chairman, Brother Laughinghouse, presented a report to the Board 
including a presentation by the architect and also a master plan for the 
proposed program. He furthermore stated that Brother Karl M. Linville of 
Winston-Salem had agreed to give ninety-three acres of land in Asheboro if 
the plan providing for this new type of housing would be approved and 
implemented. The Grand Master called upon the committee to continue its 
— and to be able to file some type of report at the next regular meeting of 

ay 8, 1976. 


On May 8, 1976 Right Worshipful Brother Leslie H. Garner had become 
the Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina and he thereupon removed 
himself from the committee, appointing the then Past Grand Master, Frank 
Noble, as his successor and designating Brother Shutt Hartman as the 
Chairman of the Committee. The name of the committee was changed to: 
“Study and Planning Committee”. 
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On November 13, 1976 the report of this committee was presented to the 
Board of Directors calling for a new type of group housing project which 
would ultimately consist of approximately one hundred thirteen units for 
retired Masonically-related brothers and sisters in North Carolina. They 
recommended that the first phase of this construction, which would consist of 
one single family unit and three duplex buildings with two apartments in each 
of the buildings, be in the south-west corner of the property. The committee 
reported that the single family units could be built for $25.00 per square foot 
and that the multi-family units could be constructed for $22.00 per square 
foot. It was reported also that the sale of the Asheboro property — donated by 
Brother Linville for the purpose of implementing this resolution — would be 
more than adequate to provide for all of the initial phases of construction, such 
as the preparation of the grounds, utilities, and the driveways, etc. and that, 
thereafter, the entire project would not only be self-sustaining in its cost, but 
that also there would be no more expense to the Masons or the Stars now 
supporting the Home. Each Masonic or Star applicant for this type of housing 
would buy the house assigning full ownership to the Home, and would live in it 
until such time as he or she became physically incapacitated, or should die. 
When physically incapacitated, the guest would be transferred to the 
Infirmary. After death, the residence would become the property of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home and it would then be sold to another 
applicant. Thus, it would actually become a financial asset to the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home, Incorporated. Subsequently in this meeting a motion was 
made by Past Grand Master Sam A. Hennis, Jr., seconded by Past Grand 
Matron Kathryne M. McRacken, to endorse the report and the program as 
received from the committee with a recommendation that this program be 
presented to the Grand Lodge and to the Grand Chapter at their forthcoming 
Annual Communication for final approval. According to the minutes of that 
meeting, “the motion received a very enthusiastic and unanimous approval”. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: BY THE BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME, INC., 
IN REGULAR SESSION NOVEMBER 13, 1976, 


FIRST, THAT THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE MASONIC 
AND EASTERN STAR HOME, INC., WHOLE-HEARTILY BELIEVING 
THAT THE TIME HAS NOW COME WHEN THIS PARTICULAR TYPE 
OF HOUSING WILL FILL A LONG-FELT NEED AMONG THE 
BRETHREN AND SISTERS IN NORTH CAROLINA, UNANIMOUSLY 
REQUEST THE ENDORSEMENT AND THE APPROVAL OF THE 
GRAND LODGE OF ANCIENT, FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS OF 
NORTH CAROLINA AND OF THE NORTH CAROLINA GRAND 
CHAPTER, ORDER OF THE EASTERN STAR, FOR AUTHORITY TO 
ENTER INTO THIS NEW TYPE OF HOUSING PROGRAM. 


SECOND: THAT THE MEMBERS OF THIS COMMITTEE, AND 
THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE MASONIC 
AND EASTERN STAR HOME, PLEDGE THEIR EVERY EFFORT, 
TALENT AND INTEREST TO THE END THAT SUCH A PROGRAM AS 
CONTEMPLATED IN THIS RESOLUTION WILL PROCEED IN SUCH 
MANNER THAT MASONS AND EASTERN STARS THROUGHOUT 
OUR GREAT STATE WILL FIND A JUSTIFIABLE PRIDE IN THE

THIRD: THAT THE MEMBERS OF THIS COMMITTEE AND THE

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 12) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was presented 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Following the precedent established several years ago, this report, too, 
will deal with the life of a native North Carolina Mason who rose from 
obscurity to the highest political office in our great land. 

JAMES KNOX POLK 
Eleventh President of the United States. 


The subject of this biographical sketch was born on November 2, 1795 in 
Mecklenburg County, North Carolina, east and south of what is now the town 
of Pineville, the son of Samuel and Jane (Knox) Polk, where he resided until 
1806 when his father, a farmer, removed his family to Tennessee and settled in 
the fertile Buck River valley. 

James Knox Polk, nota very strong man physically, but possessed of a fi ne 
intellect, received the degrees of Symbolic Freemasonry when in his early 
20’s, in Columbia Lodge No. 31, Columbia, Tennessee, and the Capitular 
degrees in Lafayette Chapter No. 4, Royal Arch Masons, on April 24, 1825. 

Brother Polk served as Clerk of the Tennessee General Assembly from 
1819 to 1828, and served in the General Assembly itself in 1828 to 1835, as 
Representative from Maury County; following that public service, Brother 
Polk was a member of the Congress of the United States from 1825 to 1839 and 
was its Speaker from 1835 to 1839. 

This native North Carolinian was Governor of Tennessee from 1839 to 
1841, and occupied the Nation's highest political office from 1845 to 1849 
when he resigned the Presidency because of ill health. 

This gentle man, of humble beginnings, excellent character, simple 
habits, brilliant mind and a fondness for home life, became a victim of cholera 
following a debilitating attack of malaria on June 15, 1849, only a short time 
after resigning the Presidency.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 
THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 


(Docket No. 14) 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered on the record, 
and the portion involving finances was referred to the 
Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason has met regularly 
during the year 1976-77 for the purpose of reviewing the progress of the 
publieation. Editor Reynold Davenport and Brother Allen Colenda of the 
Oxford Orphanage Printing Department have attended these meetings 
throughout the year. One of the major objectives of each meeting has been to 
review carefully the financial status of the publication. . 


The members of the Board of Publication expressed their sympathy 
during the illness of Past Grand Master Alfred A. Kafer, Jr. and offered their 
best wishes for a speedy and complete recovery. Brother Kafer has been a 
long-time and highly valued member of the Board. The members were very 
happy when he was able to resume his duties with the Board. 


At the June meeting, Brother Davenport made a report on the proposed 
darkroom to be operated in the Grand Lodge Building. He stated that he had 
been in conference with the Grand Secretary and had been assured that space 
was available, and that the Grand Secretary would work with him in any way 
necessary to make the room ready for use. The Board authorized the Editor to 
proceed immediately with the Grand Secretary in obtaining the necessary 
equipment for the darkroom. Brother Davenport explained how this should 
improve the quality of the pictures appearing in The North Carolina Mason. 
Brother Colenda also reported that photo-composing equipment had been 
ordered for use in the Printing Department at Oxford Orphanage. He stated 
that he anticipates a much more qualitative production than has heretofore 
been available. 


One of the major problems confronting the Board of Publication during 
the year has been the dramatic increase in postage rates. In a letter dated 
August 4, 1976, Brother Davenport pointed out that the regular mailing cost 
had increased from $522.38 in June to $671.06 in July of 28.46 percent. In 
addition to this there has been a two-step increase in the cost of ^returns"— 
from ten cents to twenty five cents, or 150 percent. This new postage rate will 
increase our cost approximately $2250 per year. 


The budget for the ensuing year was approved by the Board and 
submitted to the Committee on Finance. 

As a result of the questionnaire sent to all Lodges in North Carolina in 
1975, the Editor has had guidelines to follow in making improvements in the 
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quality of The North Carolina Mason. The Board of Publication will continue 
to make every effort to improve your publication in every way possible within 
the limits of the budget, and to secure maximum return on every dollar spent.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The following proposed amendments to THE CODE were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 20-21, 1976, to be 
acted upon at the Annual Communication in 1977, and a notice to this effect 
was sent to all lodges under date of October, 1976, and February, 1977. 


Amend Section 3, by adding a new subsection 6, to read as follows: 


6. The District Deputy Grand Lecturers of the several Masonic 
Districts. 
[35-08(2. B)]. 
Amend Regulation 47-17 to read as follows: 


REG. 47-17. A petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge having 
concurrent jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of the same concurrent 
jurisdiction within one year following the date of his rejection. If he moves 
from such concurrent jurisdiction for any length of time under one year and 
then returns to reside in such concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any 
other lodge therein until the original one year period has elapsed; provided 
however, if he moves from such concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the 
mcn of another lodge the time prescribed by law, he may petition that 
ge. 
Amend Regulation 78-04 to read as follows: 


REG. 78-04. No lodge shall receive the petition of one who has been rejected 
for the degrees within six months from the date of his rejection; but it may 
thereafter if the petitioner is otherwise qualified; provided, however, that a 
petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge having concurrent jurisdiction 
cannot petition another lodge of the same concurrent jurisdiction within one 
year following the date of his rejection; however, if he moves from such 
concurrent jurisdiction for any length of time under one year and then returns 
to reside in such concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any other lodge 
therein until the original one year period has elapsed. If he moves from such 
concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the jurisdiction of another lodge 
the time prescribed by law, he may petition that lodge. 


Amend Regulation 78-06 to read as follows: 
REG. 78-06. A lodge having jurisdiction may receive a petition for the degrees 
of one duly qualified who has been illegally rejected by a lodge not having 
jurisdiction, within six months of such rejection. 
Amend Regulation 97-02(23) to read as follows: 
REG. 97-02. 
23. Foralodge to accept a petition of one who has been rejected within 
six months preceding the date of petition and, in case of concurrent 
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jurisdiction, to accept the petition of one who has been rejected by 
another lodge in the same concurrent jurisdiction within one year 
preceding the date of petition.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE 
TO THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 18) "4 


The fallowme report was read and Gnieredio on the record: 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was àdopted, and the matter of finances 
was referred to the Committee on Finance: 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The fifty-eighth annual meeting of the Masonic Service Association of the 
United States met in the Diplomat Room of the Shoreham-American Hotel in 
Washington, D. C. at two o'clock in the afternoon of February 21, 1977. The 
meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful Brother Newell À Lamb of 
Indiana who is Chairman of the Executive Commission of the Masonic Service 
Association. The customary items of the agenda were taken care of in proper 
order and then Brother Lamb presented the report of the Executive 
Commission. 


He regretted to report that the Grand Lodge of Kentucky had withdrawn 
from membership in 1976 "due to tight money." This leaves the membership 
of the Association at forty-three Grand Lodges. 


Under foreign relief Brother Lamb reported on the Guatemala 
earthquake of February 5, 1976 following which the Grand Master of 
Guatemala appealed to the Masonie Service Association for help from 
American Grand Lodges for rebuilding projects being undertaken by the 
Grand Lodge of Guatemala. The Association reported that during the nextsix 
months contributions were received totaling $65,925.26 which amount was 
forwarded to Grand Master Sosa Avila in seven seperate installments. Other 
financial assistance was forwarded from the two Supreme Councils, 33°, A. A. 
S. R.; from the General Grand Chapter, R. A. M. and other Masonic bodies and 
individuals, their contributions being forwarded directly to Guatemala. 
Special attention was given to the response made by the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois. Each constituent lodge in that Grand Jurisdiction received an appeal 
and they accumulated an amount which approximated forty-three percent of 
the total relief funds which the Assciation sent to Guatemala, to be exact, 
$28,555.01. In this worthy cause we are happy to report that North Carolina 
contributed the sum of $3,000.00, which was very commendable. 


The Association during the year published twelve issues of The Short 
Talk Bulletins, nine of which were issued as part of the materials being 
published by the Association for use by lodges in the celebration of 76, and 
four of these were biographical sketches of heros of the War of Independence. 


Short Talk file cartons have also been prepared by the Association for 
preserving copies of "The Short Talk Bulletins". Each carton holds sixty 
copies, or a five year collection, and sell for $1.25 post-paid. This provides an 
excellent manner for the lodges and individuals to preserve their Short Talk 
Bulletins in logical order. 


The four 16mm sound motion pictures (black and white) which were 
produced by the Association in the last decade have continued to circulate 
among lodges for inspiring Masonic speakers. The only cost is a $5.00 service 
charge and return postage. 


“The Brotherhood of Man...,” a thirty minute sound and color film has 
now been released. This film tells the dramatic story of Freemasonry's 
creation of the Masonic Service Association as an agency of the Grand Lodges 
in the United States for united action to provide wartime services for our 
uniformed sons and brothers. It features the work of Masonic field agents in 
the present hospital visitation program and it develops a broad patriotic 
theme illustrated by historic scenes and paintings. Incidentally, North 
Carolina has purchased a copy of this film and it is available to the lodges in 
North Carolina. 

Before I proceed with the report of the hospital visitation program, let me 
state that the proposed amendments which had been submitted at the last 
annual session of the Masonic Service Association to provide for a change in 
the tenure of service of the members of the Executive Commission and also of 
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the Chairman was unanimously approved. Under the amendment which was 
adopted unanimously at this session of the Association the Chairman will now 
serve for a period of three years and the members of the Commission, one from 
each of the five Associational areas, will serve on a staggered term basis, each 
for a term of three years. 


The hospital visitation program continues to win the commendation and 
praise of our Veteran’s Administration Hospital directors, of the hospital staff 
personnel in all departments, among the hospital employees, visitors, 
relatives and, most of all, from the patients themselves. Especially 
appreciated is the warm, brotherly spirit with which Masonic field agents and 
the volunteers minister to lonely, troubled men in hospital beds. Letters 
expressing appreciation for comfrting words before serious operations, for 
special ministrations to a loved one who has passed away, for music provided 
by Masonic groups for a hospital chapel service, for a friendly handshake and 
smile during the first strange days of hospitalization, for notifying a lodge ofa 
brother's sojourn in the hospital, for the entertainment provided by a Shrine 
Band of the Temple Clowns, for a letter written or for an errand run, and 
hundreds more like them — such others have been so numerous as to be 
commonplace. They show, however, that the program is still carrying out its 
original purpose: that is, a Masonic brother visiting a distressed brother 
human being at his bedside. 


Approximately 100 field agents and thousands of volunteers (enlisted 
from all Masonic bodies, ladies organizations, and youth groups) are the 
workers who are creating a benevolent image of “Masonry in Action” in 
Veteran’s Administration Hospitals. To them every Mason owes a debt of 
gratitude and pride for their advancement of the Masonic ideals of brotherly 
love and relief. 


This great program is financed by contributions from the member Grand 
Lodges, it depends entirely upon the Grand Lodges for its support. North 
Carolina has been participating in the program for agreat many years and yet 
it should be said that in the four hospital centers in North Carolina: Asheville, 
Durham, Fayetteville, and Salisbury, the Masonic Service Association 
contributes in expenditures for the operation of these centers more than twice 
as much as it receives from North Carolina. It is a great service that we cannot 
afford to neglect and one which should constantly receive all of the attention 
that the seventy thusand Masons in North Carolina can give to it. 


North Carolina is particularly proud of the fact that we do have a field 
agent operating in every Veteran’s Hospital in the State and I want to 
acknowledge our indebtedness to them. In Durham, our hospital visitor is 
Brother Jack T. Dossett; in the Fayetteville area we have two visitors who visit 
the Veteran’s Hospital at Camp Lejeune and also in Fayetteville, the 
Veteran’s Hospital in Womack Hospital in Fort Bragg. These are Brother 
William E. Whitman, a man of more than thirty-one years of distinguished 
service in this program and also Brother Albert A. Crawley, Jr., also of 
Fayetteville. In addition to them we have from the Veteran’s Hospital in 
Oteen, Brother Paul C. Sherwood and also representing the visitation 
program in Salisbury, we have Brother Wiley G. Morgan of the City of 
Salisbury. These brethren are doing a wonderful job. They are carrying the 
brotherly love of Masonry from the lodges to the bedside of the invalid brother. 
They are the invalid brother’s only contact with the outside world, that is the 
outside Masonic world. Yes, they are the ones who extend the warm hand of 
brotherly love to those Masonic patients who are in such desperate need of it. 

For several years North Carolina has been privileged to have as one of its 
honored guests during the Annual Communication, the Chief Field Agent of 
the hospital visitation program of the Masonic Service Association, Illustrious 
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Brother Daniel P. Knode, Jr. Brother Knode was honored during the 
February 1977 meeting of the Association with the presentation of a plaque 
from the Masonic Service Association in commemoration of his ten years of 
wonderful service in this hospital program. It was an award of merit which he 
richly deserved. 


All of these field agents make regular monthly reports to headquarters in 
Silver Spring, Maryland. These reports list the number of hours contributed 
to this program by the field agents and the volunteers, together witha number 
of Masonic patients who were visited and re-visited. They detail the various 
services to which some time was contributed, the hours of service, and the 
number of volunteers assisting in the program at each station. Surely these 
brethren do a tremendous job in carrying the story of Masonry to our 
Veteran’s Hospitals, and we are eternally indebted to them. 


Your MSA Representative therefore recommends the appropriation of 
the usual amount for our dues in the Association as approved by the 1975 
meeting of the Masonic Service Association and in addition to this, we would 
recommend an appropriation of $6,000.00 for the MSA for hospital visitation 
program and the allocation of additional $750.00 for supplies for North

The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership was adopted, and the matter of finances referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association met on 
the two hundred forty-seventh birthday of George Washington in the 
beautiful auditorium of the Memorial Association at ten o'clock on the 
morning of February 21, 1977. President Raymond Ellis, Past Grand Master 
of New York, presided and welcomed the brethren to the annual meeting. 
After the invocation by the Grand Master of Maryland, Most Worshipful 
Brother Roy H. Statler, the address of welcome was given by the newly 
installed Grand Master of Virginia, Most Worshipful Brother John W. 
Laningham, to which response was given by the Grand Master of Vermont, 
Most Worshipful Brother Hilton E. Gale. Then the Master of Alexandria 
Washington Lodge No. 22 extended a welcome to the brethren and invited 
them to a session of the lodge to be held that afternoon at four o'clock. After the 
introduction of guests, those from North America and those from abroad, the 
President appointed the usual committees for the placing of the wreath atthe 
tomb of George Washington and also to make nominations for the ensuing 
year. President Ellis also announced that on the day before; the distinguished 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Virginia, His Honor, Governor Mills 
Godwin, had placed a beautiful wreath in the Memorial just in front of the 
statue of George Washington. This was in the large lobby area in the entrance 
to the Memorial. 


President Ellis then went into the presentation of a very beautiful report, 
beautiful from his description of the manner in which organiza4ions should 
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face the problems with which they are confronted. His report, however, 
reflected a note of disappointment in our inability to take care adequately of 
our operating expenses. He stated it very simply: “Our income from the 
endowment fund is about $170,000.00, against which we have operating 
expenses of about $230,000.00. This means we are short about $60,000.00 in 
costs of operation. Fortunately, this deficit is met each year by the annual 
contvibutions from the Grand Lodges. However, there are two disturbing 
factors that will increase our expenditures and which we must take steps to 
meet and do so while we have time in our favor. These are: 1— Inflation. There 
.is no point in elaborating on this subject. 2— Major capital expenditures in the 
‘near future because of the age of the Memorial. The building is more than fifty 
years old. This roof is beginning to leak in certain areas. The wiring and 
plumbing are old and will soon require extensive repairs or replacement. The 
roadways are deteriorating. The replacement of the aged roof will cost from 
$50,000.00 to $100,000.00 and eventually we will have to make costly repairs 
to our roadways and parking areas. Each year, because of the wear and tear 
due to age, other major repairs will be mandatory, mandatory just to protect 
and preserve the building itself." 


Two years ago the Association adopted a program calling for 10,000 
individual Honorary Members at a cost of $100.00 each. Also for 1,000 
contributions of $1,000.00 each or more from individuals, lodges, districts, 
auxiliary bodies, ete. The names of all contributors were to be listed in 
perpetuity on bronze plaques on either side of the seventeen foot statue of 
Washington in the main entrance. 


The President's report continued: “As of this date, the results are rather 
disappointing. Our returns up to a week ago totaled approximately 
$200,000.00.” 


That campaign did bring the Memorial to the attention of countless 
thousands of Masons who were not aware of its existence, and thus, from the 
standpoint of public relations at least, much good was accomplished. 


Two years ago when we adopted the plan it was hoped that every Grand 
Lodge would wish to make a special contribution of $1,000.00 and be enrolled 
in a permanent record of the Memorial Association. The concluding words in 
his report at that time included the very striking challenge which needs to be 
emphasized at this time and always: “For years we have been substituting 
gold for God; pleasure for happiness; material things for spiritual. This is the 
road to ruin. It is a matter of history that no nation has survived that has 
turned its back on the fundamental principles that have been responsible for 
its greatness. Any nation that becomes a victim of the corrosive forces of 
luxury is on the way out.” 


Fifty years ago our brethren had a great vision. A vision in which they 
wanted to memorialize the greatest Mason our country has ever known, 
Brother George Washington. They built this $20,000,000.00 memorial to him 
and now surely it is up to us to raise the necessary funds to provide for the 
economic security of this great Memorial. Surely this is a challenge that 
confronts our great fraternity throughout the United States. 


The Executive Secretary of the Association, Brother Marvin Fowler, 
reported an increase in the number of visitors during the year, the number 
reaching 200,000. Half of these, it is interesting to note, were not Masons nor 
were they of Masonic families. 


The Memorial continues to be a very popular attraction, therefore, and we 
must also continue to give it all of the attention that we can. The Memorial has 
a motion picture; our Grand Lodge, itself, owns a copy of this film which can be 
obtained by any of our lodges merely for the asking. Return postage will bethe 
only cost. 
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The need, therefore, for additional funds for the operation of the 
Memorial and for the growth of its endowment continues to increase and the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina feels that it is a continuing obligation on its 
part to continue its annual contribution to the Association of $1,000.00 and, in 
order that we might assist in meeting the request as set forth by the President 
of the Association to be enrolled on the permanent record, a special 
contribution of $1,000.00 be contributed, and your Representative herewith 
makes his recommendation for a total allocation of $2,000.00.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LODGE 
"6 COMMITTEE 


(Docket No. 20) 


The following report was read, received and entered on the 
record and adopted. The portion of the report pertaining to 
finance was referred to the Committee on Finance. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


Plans and preparations for the celebration of the two hundredth 
anniversary of the birthday of our Nation in North Carolina as well as in the 
entire United States had their beginning in the year 1970 when the 
Conference of Grand Masters of North America in 1970 called for the 
establishment of a committee of seven who would be charged with the 
responsibility of making plans for the Bicentennial celebration throughout 
the Nation. The conference received and studied the nominations that were 
made by the various Grand Lodges and finally made its selection of the 
members who were to compose the. committee of seven. North Carolina, 
through its Grand Master at that time, Most Worshipful Brother Maurice E. 
Walsh, had placed in nomination the name of Past Grand Master Robert L. 
Pugh and he accordingly was selected as one of the seven members of the 
national committee who were to serve throughout the duration of the 
Bicentennial celebrations. This Past Grand Master was also requested to 
serve as the chairman of the North Carolina committee and in the following 
year he was given the responsibility of selecting those who should serve with 
him in making these plans. 


Accordingly, the following brethren were selected i in 1971: Berl M. Kahn, 
at that time the Deputy Grand Master, but now a Past Grand Master; Hiram 
J. Casebolt, at that time the Grand Marshal; W. Edward Burrier, Past Grand 
Master; Nelson B. Banks, at that time a Past Master and in 1976, the Grand 
Marshal, and also Recorder of Sudan Temple, A. A. O. N. M. S; Dr. William 
E. Fulmer, Past Master; and J. Edward Allen, Past Grand Master. In 
January of 1972 Most Worshipful Brother Burrier, a valued member of the 
committee and devoted servant of Masonry, died and his position on the 
committee thereafter remained unfilled. This committee has continued to 
function throughout the Bicentennial celebrations and more than likely it will 
be discharged from its responsibilities by the Grand Lodge when it meets in 
its annual communication in April of 1977. 


During one of the early meetings of the "76 Committee of the North 
Carolina Grand Lodge it was agreed that one of the first objectives of the 
committee would be the preparation of a history of Masonry in North 
Carolina, a history that would go into detail and would give adequate coverage 
at least to the early period of our history, leaving to a later generation the task 
of completing the published record for later years. The year 1800 appeared to 
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be a good year to use as a terminal objective for complete coverage of the 
Revolutionary period and accordingly was adopted by the committee for 
recommendation. Dr. Thomas C. Parramore, a member of the Department of 
History at Meredith College was interviewed by the committee and 
subsequentally on February 2, 1973 the committee entered into an 
employment agreement with Dr. Parramore for the preparation of this 
history. The history was prepared, a commendable volume which covered the 
early years of Masonry in North Carolina in splendid detail and the committee 
was happy to be able to present the volume to the Craft the latter part of the 
year 1975, bearing the title “Launching the Craft, the First Half Century of 
Freemasonry in North Carolina". The volume has been well received; more 
and more of the Masons in North Carolina are availing themselves of the 
privilege of possessing a copy. Furthermore, the book has received excellent 
commendations from other Grand Jurisdictions and now for the first time, 
Masons in North Carolina take pride in the fact that an authentic and: 
complete history of the beginnings in North Carolina has been made 
available. f 

Early in the history of the committee it was recognized that in North 
Carolina our committee should discharge at least two principal functions in 
making plans for the Bicentennial celebrations. The first of these was to 
provide certain activities which could be discharged by the Grand Lodge, on 
the Grand Lodge level. The second item for consideration was to determine the 
various responsibilities, duties and activities which could be assumed by the 
subordinate lodges. The philosophy underlying the planning activities by the 
Grand Lodge 76 Committee suggested that we should think not only in terms 
of 1976, but also that our celebrations should encompass the entire story of the 
freedom movement in the United States from the very beginning and that it 
should be projected into the future. It was suggested that here was an 
opportunity for Masons to emphasize that all-important part that our Masonic 
forebears had played in the development of our Nation. There was unanimous 
agreement on this thought and the committee was thereupon confronted with 
the problem of selecting a “kick-off” date, or a starting point for our 
celebrations. 

This type of thinking led to an agreement that the Grand Lodge should 
participate first of all in a program which was to be held in New Bern in 1974 
in the month of August commemorating the two hundredth anniversary of the 
meeting of the First Provincial Congress, the first Congress in Colonial 
America to protest the autocratic control of England. The second non-Masonic 
important historical event to be commemorated in North Carolina was to be 
held in Charlotte May 20, 1975 commemorating the two hundredth 
anniversary of the Mecklenberg Declaration of Independence and the third 
was to unite in the celebration at Halifax, North Carolina on April 12, 1976, 
commemorating the two hundredth anniversary of the signing of the Halifax 
Resolves. 

Grand Lodge participation in these three events was a part of a program 
designed to express Masonic appreciation for the part which Masons had 
played in these three important historical events. A suitable Masonic 
program accordingly was presented at each of these events, as a part of which 
the Grand Master himself had issued proclamations attesting to the intense 
gratification of Masons throughout North Carolina in being able to express 
their appreciation for the work done by our early Masonic leaders. These 
proclamations were issued to the Masonic lodge of that particular community, 
to the Mayor of that community, and also to the Chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners for the County. 

Another important feature of the Bicentennial program on the Grand 
Lodge level was the formation of a Grand Lodge visitation program which it 
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elected to designate as “The Masonic Trail". This was a visit of Grand Lodge 
officers to each of the communities where a lodge was in existence before or 
during the year 1787-88. Four of these visits were made under the 
administration of Grand Master S. Frank Noble, Jr., the first of which was 
held with St. John's Lodge No. 3 in New Bern on March 6 where a delightful 
banquet type meeting was held in the banquet hall of the Scottish Rite Temple 
of that city and in which the Reverend James Bailey, pastor of Jarvis 
Memorial United Methodist Church of Greenville delivered the Masonic 
message. 

Following this, the second step on “The Masonic Trail” was held in 
Wilmington with the Grand Lodge visiting St. John's Lodge No. 1 of that 
beautiful city on Wednesday. March 10. This program began with an opening 
of St. John's Lodge at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, followed by a dinner for the 
visiting dignitaries at the Heart of Wilmington Hotel, then concluding with a 
program in Thalian Hall, at which the Reverend Ernest L. Porter, pastor of 
Centenary United Methodist Church in New Bern, brought the Masonic 
message. 

In each of these programs, and in all of the programs on "The Masonic 
Trail", the Grand Master issued proclamations to the lodge, to the Mayor, and 
to the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners. There were also short 
histories presented by some qualified member of the lodge and there was an 
appropriate Bicentennial prayer by one of the leading ministers of the 
community. Music also provided a very interesting feature of the meetings, 
contributing a great deal to the success of the program. 


The next stop on “The Trail" was in Edenton, North Carolina with 
Unanimity Lodge No. 7. On Saturday, April 10, a delightful program was 
presented here before a large group of interested people. The Edenton 
brethren planned exceedingly well for this trail stop and everything went off 
to perfection. 


The fourth stop on "The Trail" was in Halifax on April 12 to which 
reference has already been made in this report. Brother Porter also brought 
the message for this program. The Halifax brethren assisted quite ably inthe 
preparation of a full and complete program and the meeting was considered a 
tremendous success. 


It was agreed that the remaining visits on "The Masonic Trail" would be 
held during the administration of the next Grand Master who would assume 
his responsibilities during the Annual Communieation of the Grand Lodge in 
April 1976. Most Worshipful Brother Leslie H. Garner was elected toserve as 
the Grand Master and the Grand Lodge "76 Committee then began to 
formulate its plans for the remaining visits. 


This series of meeting was inter-spiced with what was perhaps the most 
significant event on the Grand Lodge level for the '76 celebrations. This took 
place in Tarboro on Saturday, March 27, 1976, with the unveiling of an 
historical marker on the Tarboro Common with an elaborate program, which 
was state-wide in its application. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina was 
founded in the Town of Tarboro in December of 1787 and yet that act had 
never been marked or commemorated in any way in that delightful town. The 
"6 Committee of the Grand Lodge resolved that this should be one of the 
highlights of the year's celebrations and during the year 1972 it began making 
plans to that end. Fortunately, the committee enjoyed the wholehearted 
cooperation of the Tarboro Town officials and also the Historical Society 
without whose wonderful assistance the program never could have been 
enacted. Concord Lodge No. 58 also deserves the utmost credit for the manner 
in which it participated in the formulation and in the execution of the plans for 
that auspicious event. The program began on that day, March 27, with a 
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parade in which all of the Shrine units in North Carolina participated as;well 
as the dignitaries:connected with the.program. A luncheon was served by the 
Chef Crew of Sudan Temple and the Grand Lodge opened at 2:00 o'clock in the 
afternoon in the auditorium of.St. James United Methodist:Church. After 
closing the Grand Lodge the assembled Masons then formed a procession and 
marched to the Town Common where an appropriate program was presented. 
There was a program of patriotic music by ‘the Chanters of Oasis Temple 
which was beautiful; there was a proclamation issued by the Grand Master; 
then there followed a beautiful and appropriate address by the distinguished 
former Senator and brother Mason, Sam J. Ervin, Jr. The ceremony of 
unveiling came next, a moment that had been: anticipated by all and upon a 
given signal the Grand Master and his daughter, Miss Carol Noble, advanced 
to the marker and. with dignity unveiled it. The marker was, and is, a joy to 
behold, beautiful in every respect, and worthy of all the admirationthat could 
be possibly given to it. It represents a great achievement and Brother John 
Conway and his able assistants.in Greenville who had. charge of the 
construction of the marker deserve the commendation of all Masons in North 
Carolina. Into the marker before it had been erected there had been placed a 
coppercylinder in which mementos and souvenirs from each of the nine lodges 
that participated in the organization of the Grand Lodge in Tarboro in 1787 
had been placed. There were mementos also from Concord Lodge No. 58 of 
Tarboro and, appropriately, mementos from the.Grand Lodge itself. All of 
these mementos were placed in the copper container, sealed, and deposited 
within the large rectangular base of the historical marker. It is hoped that one 
hundred years from now the capsule, or container, might be re-opened and a 
comparison made of conditions in the year 2076 as related to 1976 and 1776. 

On that occasion — and subsequently also in the"76 Committee's report to 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina presented, April 1976 to the Grand Lodge, 
and approved at that time — that in the year 1987, when the Grand Lodge 
itself will have reached its two hundredth birthday, the Grand Lodge would 
return to the beautiful little town of Tarboro and there it would hold a two 
hundredth anniversary celebration that would be worthy of the marvelous 
history of Masonry in North Carolina. 


Also, on the Grand Lodge level, the 76 Committee prepared silver and 
bronze coins for sale among the brethren. There were 1,000 of the silver coins 
and 15,000 of the bronze coins, all of which have been received and have been 


distributed among tlie brethren. 


The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania had informed the North Carolina '76 
Committee that space for exhibition purposes would be make available in the 
majestic Masonic Temple in Philadelphia for each of the original thirteen 
Grand Lodges and that these exhibitions would remain on view tothe general 
public from June 16 until September 15, 1976. Accordingly, a very beautiful 
exhibit was prepared for North Carolina Masons under the direction of 
Brother Fred Speidel. Hundreds of thousands of people will be visiting 
Philadelphia this year and tremendous percentage of them will visit that 
beautiful Masonic Temple on North Broad Street. It is felt by the Committee 
that North Carolina can well be proud of the exhibit that has been placed on 
display there. o> | "XM A So s

Furthermore, the Grand Lodge "76 Committee also prepared - and 
collected a quantity of Bicentennial materials that could be used' on the local 
lodge level during the year. Among these materials, perhaps one of the most 
important was the preparation of a booklet containing a number of large 
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programs dealingwith the bicentennial theme and which would be suitable 
for presentation in the lodges throughout the year. These materials were 
distributed to the lodges liberally and were well received by them. In order 
that Masonic personnel might be indoctrinated as to the use of these materials, 
five area conferences were held in selected locations of the State. These 
conferences were attended by the DDGM's, the DEC's, the Masters, the Senior 
Wardens and the Chairman of the subordinate lodge "76 Committee, along 
with the Secretaries of the subordinate lodges. The conferences were 
considered very successful and the materials were distributed in sufficient 
quantity so that every lodge in North Carolina supposely received its supply. 
Explanations concerning their use were given and it is felt that there 
remained no excuse for any lodge in North Carolina not having a number of 
Bicentennial programs during the year. From comments made during these 
conferences the '76 Committee feels that we can take pride in the interest that 
has been generated in North Carolina among our brethren, because the 
brethren have shown a tremendous and beautiful response. From the reports 
that have come to the Grand Lodge "76 Committee concerning the programs 
that the lodges have instituted in the State, it is feltthatthe Bicentennial year 
among the Masonic lodges in North Carolina was a year in which we can take 
genuine pride in the activities in which our lodges have participated to make 
Masonry an even greater and stronger institution. 


In each of the area conferences conducted by the '76 Committee the 
quantity of materials of various types was distributed, consisting of charts, 
pamphlets, booklets, etc., all of which were designed to assist the subordinate 
lodges in preparing their own Bicentennial celebrations. 


The Grand Master had instructed all lodges that he was depending upon 
the District Deputy Grand Master of each District tosee to it that Bicentennial 
celebrations were observed in all of the lodges of his District and that the 
DDGM was to enlist the services of the District Education Chairman who 
would be charged with the actual responsibility of implementing the 
programs in the lodges and to as certain that each of the lodges would 
appropriately celebrate the two hundredth anniversary. 


And thus ended the activities of the Grand Lodge 76 Committee under the 
administration of Most Worshipful Brother S. Frano Noble, Jr., whose term 
as Grand Master expired during the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge in April 1976. This good man had been more than faithful in his 
attendance at all meetings and programs sponsored by the 76 Committee, and 
in addition ta that, he himself carried the Bicentennial theme with him 
throughout his visitations in the State. He did a great job and the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina is proud of the work that he has done. 


During the Annual Communication, April 20 and 21, of 1976 a new Grand 
Master was elected, Most Worshipful Brother Leslie H. Garner, of Greenville, 
North Carolina, and the Grand Lodge 76 Committee then began to execute its 
programs for the remainder of the year under the administration of this 
vigorous and enthusiastic leader. The next stop on “The Masonic Trail" was 
with Johnston-Caswell Lodge No. 10 in Warrington, North Carolina at 2:00 
o'clock in the afternoon of May 12. On this day the Grand Lodge, with Most 
Worshipful Brother Leslie H. Garner presiding, laid the cornerstone for a new 
Masonic Temple in Warrenton. Following this "The Masonic Trail" program 
was held in connection with a banquet served at 6:00 o'clock. Various persons 
appeared on this program and the major address was given by Dr. Eddie 
Stiles, the Illustrious Grand Master of the Grand Council of Royal and Select 
Masters of North Carolina. Another very interesting and important feature of 
the meeting was ably presented by the distinguished and beloved Past Grand 
Master J. Edward Allen who was also a member of the Grand Lodge "76 
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Committee. He, in a very interesting way, brought out the derivation of the 
name of the lodge. This was an impromptu presentation by Brother Allen and 
it added immeasurably to the significance of the evening. 


On Tuesday, May 25, “The Masonic Trail” made a visit to Phoenix Lodge 
No. 8 of Fayetteville. An interesting feature of this meeting included a dinner 
in one of the mess halls at the military encampment at Fort Bragg. One 
interesting purpose of this arrangement was to disclose to the members 
attending the difference in the manner in which food is prepared and served 
today as compared with an earlier generation.Following this the members of 
"The Trail" team then began their program in the lodge room of Phoenix 
Lodge. Here, as in the other places on “The Trail” stops, an interesting history 
had been prepared and was presented and a fascinating program of music 
was also included in the evening's entertainment. The message was given, 
once again, by Dr. and Brother Eddie Stiles. 

Charity Lodge No. 5 of Windsor was the next host for “The Masonic Trail" 
program at 6:00 o'clock in the evening of June 26. All of the attending persons 
‘assembled in the National Guard Armory at Windsor where a delicious meal 
was served, following which the program was presented. The same general 
format was observed in this program with Reverend and Brother Ernest 
Porter once again thrilling the audience with his Bicentennial message. 


The next stop on the itinerary was in Kinston on November 19 when St. 
John's Lodge No. 4 served as the host. One or two members of this lodge had 
shown their interest in all of "The Trail" programs because, with one 
exception, they had attended all of the meetings. As had been expected, this 
program turned out to be one of the bestand one of the most enthusiastic of the 
entire series. À fascinating and informative history of St. John's Lodge No.4 
had been ably prepared by Brother Jake West, Past Master, and following this 
Brother Ernest Porter once again brought the message. 


Old Cone Lodge had been present in Tarboro when the Grand Lodge was 
organized in 1787. Some few years later it went out of existence and while 
Fulton Lodge No. 99 has never been documented as the successor to Old Cone 
Lodge, yet the Grand Lodge '76 Committee felt that in deference to the 
important part that Old Cone Lodge played in the organization of the Grand 
Lodge, that it felt some obligation to conclude "The Masonic Trail" programs 
with a visit to Salisbury, the home of the- original Old Cone Lodge. 
Aecordingly, this program was presented in Salisbury on the evening of 
Thursday, December 9. It was an interesting meeting, very informative, and 
quite entertaining and the members of the Grand Lodge '76 Committee felt 
that it served as a fitting climax to the entire series. 


À review of the activities on the Grand Lodge level would certainly be 
remiss were it to fail to include one of the most exciting events of the year. This 
event was a tour of England and Scotland with special emphasis upon a visit to 
the United Grand Lodge of England, which would include a banquet in the 
City of London to strengthen the close fraternal ties between the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina and the United Grand Lodge of England. Plans in detail for 
this tour had been made by the Grand Lodge '76 Committee and on May 28, 
1976 a large group of men and women under the direction and leadership of 
our distinguished Grand Master, the Most Worshipful Brother Leslie H. 
Garner, took off from the Raleigh-Durham airport. They toured Scotland and 
then they toured England and while they were in London, they staged a very 
beautiful and meaningful banquet at their hotel honoring the distinguished 
Right Worshipful Brother James W. Stubbs, Grand Secretary of the United 
Grand Lodgeof England and also the representative of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina near the United Grand Lodge of England, Lord Hewlett, 
whom North Carolina is proud to have as its representative. Our Grand 
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Master presided at the banquet and he did so in his usual charming manner to 
the enjoyment, not only of our North Carolina Masons and their wives who 
were present, but also of a large number of distinguished brethren from the 
United Grand Lodge of England. During the progress of the evening’s 
ceremonies one of our number, Dr. Eddie Stiles, the Illustrious Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of Royal and Select Masters of North Carolina, made a 
very interesting and informative talk on the early history of Masonry in North 
Carolina as it had its beginning in England, with a special reference to the 
appointment of Joseph Montfort as the Provincial Grand Master. 


The highlight of the evening, however, came when Right Worshipful 
Brother Stubbs, as representative of the United Grand Lodge of England, was 
presented, first of all, a flag of North Carolina as a gift from the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina and then, as a special recognition of the debt of gratitude the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina owes to the United Grand Lodge of England, 
and as a further recognition by our own Grand Master of the distinguished 
services rendered the Craft by the Right Worshipful Grand Secretary of 
England, he was presented the highest honor that the Grand Master of North 
Carolina can bestow upon any individual and that is awarding him the J oseph 
Montfort Medal. Our Grand Master made this presentation to Right 
Worshipful Brother Stubbs in a very appropriate and fitting manner and 
Brother Stubbs accepted it in behalf of the United Grand Lodge of England. 
This is a very touching ceremony and because it symbolized the unity that 
should exist between these great Grand Lodges and this fact was 
appropriately emphasized by Most Worshipful Brother Garner as he made 
the presentation. In return, Right Worshipful Brother Stubbs presented the 
North Carolina Grand Master with a medallion of the United Grand Lodge of 
England, encased in lucite, and Grand Master Garner accepted this symbolic 
gesture with an appropriate response. 


Another highlight of this same banquet celebration came when Most 
Worshipful Brother Garner made a second presentation of the Joseph 
Montfort Award to one of the distinquished members of the North Carolina 
group who, with his wife, was present for the banquet celebration. This 
Award was made to Brother Karl Linville, one of the distinguished and 
beloved Masons in North Carolina who, with his charming wife, has been a 
great benefactor to the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro. In 
recognition of the appreciation of the Grand Master and of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, of the service Brother Linville and his wife, Ruth, have 
rendered the Craft, Most Worshipful Brother Garner then very fittingly and 
appropriately made the presentation. Parenthetically, the Grand Master of 
North Carolina is allowed only three Joseph Montfort Awards for 
presentation during the year and it is quite symbolic of the close relationship, 
and of our Grand Master's recognition of that close relationship, between the 
Masons of North Carolina and the Masons of the United Grand Lodge of 
England. The touring group returned to North Carolina on June 5 with the 
feeling that this undertaking had been most worthwhile and that Masonry in 
North Carolina had indeed picked up a lot of mighty good mileage in England, 
a fact which was quite noticable in London when on the Saturday morning 
before the group emplaned for America, they were given a privately 
conducted tour through the Temple of the United Grand Lodge of England. 
Special arrangements had been made for this visit and the members of the 
touring group were quite frank to state that they felt that they had been 
privileged to witness many things during this fascinating tour which might 
otherwise have been denied them had not the close ties between the United 
Grand Lodge of England and the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North 

Carolina been so appropriately emphasized during the visit. The group was 
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quite expressive also in its praise of the magnificent manner in which the 
Grand Master of North Carolina, and his charming wife Evelyn, had led them 
during this momentous tour of our mother country. 

^ Asstated in the beginning of this report the Grand Lodge 76 Committee 
had two important functions, the first one of which has been described and 
'detailed, at least in so far as its major activities and contributions were 
concerned. The second portion related to the activities of the subordinate 
lodges and these have likewise been described to some extent. Each lodge had 
been requested to appoint its own '76 Committee and all lodges had been 
informed that with the materials made available to them they would be 
expected to conduct such activities as would appropriately represent the 
gratitude of Masons in all communities in North Carolina for the magnificant 
contribution that had been made by Masons in the early history of the State. 
The lodges in North Carolina have followed through in a very commendable 
way and the 76 Committee feels that there is every reason to feel proud of the 
efforts that have been expended in North Carolina in making this 
Bicentennial year truly a year in which Masonic influence has been felt. 
During the five area conferences held in the State, to which reference has 
already been made, the various representatives of the lodges were informed of 
the innumerable things which might be attempted on the subordinate lodge 
level. It was suggested that they might enter intoa program of marking and 
‘identifying the graves of Revolutionary heros in their community; of cleaning 
‘up these lots where such a clean-up was necessary; of providing essay contests 
for the schools in their community; of obtaining free films for the use in their 
Bicentennial programs; of the provision of museums with displays of their 
‘Masonic mementos which would be interesting to the visitors; of assisting in 
and uniting with the local authorities in the various Bicentennial celebrations; 
of the Grand Master's requirement of at least three lodge programs dealing 
with the Bicentennial theme and for which credits would be recorded toward 
the Grand Master's Award; of changing the format of their lodge stationery to 
emphasize the Bicentennial theme; of the lodges uniting with other lodges in 
that community or with all of the lodges in the District, in holding a Masonic 
religious service to be conducted at some hour which would not conflict with 
the usual woship services and finally, of a program designed to "clean up, 
poni up, fresh up”, making the Masonic lodge premises attractive, both inside 
and out. 


These were a goodly number of recommendations made by the Grand 
Lodge 76 Committee to the various subordinate lodge 76 Committees and itis 
interesting to note that there is a general feeling of satisfaction over the 
manner in which the lodges throughout the State have followed through with 
ae ο μα made. Truly it has been a great Masonic year in North 

arolina. 


In closing this report the Grand Lodge 76 Committee would express its 
gratitude for the encouragement and the contributions made through the 
years by so many persons in bringing this program to a successful fruition. 
Your Committee feels that basically it has served not only as an agency for the 
providing of Bicentennial programs but that it has served also as a 
coordinator of ideas and that therefore the credit for success belongs to all of 
the Masons in North Carolina, without whose support this program would not 
have been possible. | 


Thus, the 76 Committee of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has had the 
high privilege of serving, from the year of inception with the appointment of 
the Chairman by Most Worshipful Brother Maurice E. Walsh in 1970, under 
six additional Grand Masters, to each of whom the Committee expresses a 
deep gratitude: William W. Mims, Jr.; Berl M. Kahn; Nathaniel C. Dean; 
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William L. Mills, Jr.; S. Frank Noble, Jr.; and the present Grand Master: 
Leslie H. Garner. 

And now, in conclusion; we have a recommendation to make: there being 
no further functions to perform the reasons for the formation of this Grand 
Lodge "76 Committee no longer exist. We therefore recommend that this 
Committee be dissolved and that its function cease on the adopton of this 
report

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


ON MASONIC EDUCATION 
(Docket No. 26) 


The report of the Committee on Masonic Education was 
received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 
| On May ἃ and May 15, 1976, the Grand Master’s meetings were held in 
Hickory and Raleigh. Forty-six DEC’s attended those meetings. They 
received information, materials, and instructions for the ensuing year. 
Unable to fulfill his duties as a member of the Grand Lodge committee, 
Brother Julian Helms resigned on June 9. The Grand Master appointed 
Brother William B. Harper, DEC-11 and P.M. of Pleasant Hill Lodge No. 304, 
to fill the unexpired term of Brother Helms. 
The Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education met in Raleigh on 
June 11, at which time they agreed to revise the Education Manual and put 
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it in a flexible binder. They also decided to divide the jurisdiction into ten 
areas, with each to have an Area Education Coordinator (AEC). Five areas 
would have six districts each, five areas would have seven districts each. Ten 
Area Education Workshops were planned for September, 1976. 


However, before the plans of the committee could be expedited, the 
chairman of the committee suffered but survived a heart attack on July6. The 
plans of the committee, having been approved by the Grand Master, were 
later carried out. 


The Education Manual was revised, more in structure and arrangement 
than in the content of the material. In addition to the area structure, the Junior 
Steward was given the responsibility as an officer of the lodge to see that the 
Orientation Committee of the lodge had the proper and sufficient copies of the 
orientation material and that the committee function. He is automatically a 
member of the Orientation Committee; the Master of the lodge may or may not 
appoint him chairman. The Senior Steward was given the responsibility asan 
officer of the lodge to see that the Lodge Committee on Masonic Education 
plans and presents six bonafide Masonic education programs. He is 
automatically a member of the Lodge Committee on Masonic Education; the 
Master of the lodge may or may not appoint him chairman of the committee. 


An outstanding feature of the manual’s revision was binding the material 
for each officer (Stewards, Deacons, Wardens) into individual sections for his 
use at the District Workshops and throughout the year. 


The jurisdiction was subsequently divided into ten areas, and AEC’s were 
enlisted. Atan AEC Workshop in Raleigh on November 20, 1976, the AEC’s 
received material and instruction as to their responsibilities. Their job 
description, as agreed upon by the Grand Lodge committee, is as follows: 


The Area Education Coordinator is a Past District Education Chairman 
who has agreed to lend his knowledge, experience, and service to the Grand 
Lodge in behalf of Masonic Education and Leadership Development. He is 
enlisted by the Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education for an 
indefinite period of time. His services are voluntary, but he is reimbursed the 
established rate per mile for his travel in commection with his visits to the 
district workshops in his area. 


Services rendered by the AEC will be varied. A very important service 
will be the instruction of new District Education Chairmen in his area. This 
will be done with assistance from the Grand Lodge committee and soon after 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge. In this meeting with DEC's it 
will be wise for the dates of district workshops to be agreed on, sothat the AEC 
may schedule his time to allow him to visit each workshop in his area. He may 
also assist the DEC in the instruction of his District Team. As a resource 
person the AEC could be invited to assist in a District Education Workshop. 
On invitation he would meet with the chairman of the Grand Lodge 
Committee on Masonic Education, or with the full committee, to assist in 
evaluating the progress of Masonic education and leadership development in 
his area. He would also share the needs of his area with the committee. 

In general the AEC will assist the Grand Lodge committee in 
coordinating the Masonic Education Program in his area. 


Plans were made for ten workshops across the state during January and 
February, 1977, as listed below:

At the workshops the chairman of the Grand Lodge committee revised. 
the Grand Lodge Program of Masonic Education and Leadership 
Development, pointing out the changes. The AEC was introduced and 
presented for remarks. Materials were distributed to Area Team members 
who in turn conducted an orientation session with each group of District Team 
members who were present. The chairman of the Grand Lodge committee and 
the AEC met with the DEC's for a rap session, and for the planning of District 
Education Workshops during February and March to distribute the revised 
materials. 


Attending the Área Workshops were the following:9 of 10 AEC's, 57 of 60 
Area Team members, 53 of 65 DEC’s, 191 of 390 District Team members. 
Those, in addition to the visitors, made a grand total of 348. Obviously, the 
delinquency was that the DEC's failed to enlist and bring their District team 
members to the area workshops. 


As of March 9, 1977, 278 Grand Master Award forms had been submitted 
to the Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Education. Of that record number 
only 18 were not approved. Noted on the forms was the tremendous 
improvement in the number of lodges which expressed genuine satisfaction 
and enthusiasm in their increased use of the orientation program. ‘Ninety 
percent of the lodges conducted at least three programs owe to the 
national Bicentennial. - 

A record number of districts had one hundred percent of their lodges to. 
receive the GMA for 1976, in spite of the fact that nine districts did not conduct 
an education workshop during the year. The twenty districts and their DEC’s 
are as follows:

Annual Communication, probably early May, set dates, and ‘make plans for 
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the fall District Education Workshops. This will give ample time for the DEC 
to enlist, instruct, and prepare his District Team for the fall workshop. 
October and November of each year are to be designated “District Education 
Workshop Months.” All district workshops, having been planned in May, will 
be conducted during October and November. This does not mean that there 
can be no other education workshops during the year. 


At the fall workshop the current officers will advance one place or station. 
This obviously entails an assumption. The current Senior Warden, who 
presumably will be Master the ensuing year, will need to enlist a prospective 
Junior Steward before the workshop; so that he can be informed of his 
responsibilities as a member of the Orientation Committee of his lodge.

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage submits its report to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the 
Superintendent and the departments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the year and 
harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. The visiting 
committee has also made its report, and the auditors have reported on the 
financial phase of the institution and rendered detailed information of 
receipts, and the operation of various incomes and legacies received. 


Two major improvements were achieved this year. Our printing 
department has been modernized to provide the proper training in this field. 
We have installed an underground electrical system which has enhanced the 
beauty of our campus. 

Thr physical property is in excellent condition with 8096 of all buildings 
painted. We are constantly on the alert to keep our buildings in good repair 
and keep our students healthy and happy, to secure the very highest type of 
employees and to live within ou2 income. We are constantly urging Masons

The following is the 104th Annual Report of the Superintendent of Oxford 
Orphanage to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, being the report for the 
year ending September 30, 1976. 


.. The year 1976 has been a year of success and improvement on the Oxford 
Orphanage campus. The entire staff has cooperated with the same goals in 
mirid which are to have the Orphanage the number one child care institution 
in America and have each building in excellent condition. The progress that 
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was accomplished during 1976 was possible because of the dedication that 
each staff member demonstrated and the Masons can be proud of the staff at 
your Orphanage. 


In November 1975, the shoe shop was reopened under the leadership of a 
skilled craftsman, Brother Marshall Atkinson, who is training three young 
men to be shoe repairmen. We repair all shoes worn by our students and 
within a year our cost will be down on shoes we purchase. 


The religious program has continued with the employment of Brother 
Lewis E. McMannen as Chaplain. In July we held Vacation Bible School and 
the last week in August we held a revival which was conducted by ministers 
from different denominations. We plan to offer our students a religious 
program that will be second to none. 


We had two dedicated employees to retire during the year; Mrs. Mollie 
Vaughan and Mr. Claude Anderson. When we have cottage counselors to leave 
we are replacing them with married couples so our students will be able to 
experience a more-like-home environment. At the present time we have eight 
couples working as cottage counselors. Five of these counselors are college 
graduates and the Masons can be proud of the work all of our counselors are 
doing to improve the lives of your students. 


In February, we started a craft program on campus under the leadership 
of members of the staff. We offer our students the opportunity to participate in 
the following programs: Decoupage, art, leather, coin and stamp collection, 
ceramics, crocheting and knitting. Once a month these items are placed on 
display in the St. John’s Building and one-half of the income is placed in the 
student’s account. 


We are proud of our sports program because more of our students are 
involved. Our students participate in tennis, soccer, football, basketball, 
swimming, wrestling, track and hiking. 


During each season we offer intramural sports and each student is 
expected to participate. 

Once again our Holstein dairy herd was first in the State for high level fat 
and high herd milk in the State on DHIR testing. This is the third year in a row 
that 6ur dairy has been number one. It is the goal of our dairy staff to keep this 
record for years to come. 


Our printing department has been modernized to provide training in this 
field. We have installed the following new equipment: 19 x 25 Baum folder, 
nuArc line up table, Addressograph-Multigraph Comp/Set 508 and 490 Edit 
Set terminal together with two number 440 Electro Set key boards. 


When a student graduates in printing now he or she can go anywhere and 
get a good job in printing. 

We have installed an underground electrical system which has enhanced 
the beauty of our campus. We have painted the interior of ten cottages, 
kitchen, St. John’s Building and completed painting the exterior ofight 
cottages. The goals set last year by our paint department are ahead of 
schedule. 


On September 30, 1976, there were 107 boys and 87 girls enrolled at the 
Oxford Orphanage. The total population of the Orphanage has been definitely 
fixed at 250 in order to eliminate crowding and to provide opportunity for 
more personal attention to each student. 

The Oxford Orphanage is an outstanding institution today because of the 
interest and support that we receive. The Masons and other people of North 
Carolina have rendered a most important and effective service to several 
thousand students during the past 104 years. We attempt to provide our 
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students with an environment that contributes to creative growth and 
development. With the opportunities that are available at the Orphanage, our 
students are able to leave the Orphanage as productive citizens. 


Weare sincerely grateful to the members of the Board of Directors for the 
close fellowship, understanding and efficient administration of Oxford 
Orphanage and its entire personnel. 


We invite you to visit the Oxford Orphanage and observe the pleasant 
environment. Our students will enjoy talking with you and taking you on a 
tour of our campus. When you contribute to the Orphanage, you become a part 
of the success of our institution.

RESOLUTION 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS

The following resolution of the Board of Directors of 
Oxford Orphanage, Inc. was received, entered on the record 
and referred to the Board of General Purposes: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt declared Sunday, December 7, 1941 as 
“The Day of Infamy” in the history of the world. Although not quite so 
disastrous in its proportions and results, Masons in North Carolina did 
experience a day of tragic darkness in the life of Oxford Orphanage a few 
years ago when it was agreed to turn over the responsibility for the education 
of the boys and girls of Oxford to the public school system of Granville County. 
Following that decision, the boys and girls of the Orphanage — who, all 
through the years had enjoyed the privileges of a first class academic and 
vocational education as a gift of love from the Masons of North Carolina — 
were now to be transported to five different schools in Granville County. Now 
they were a part of the public school system of Granville County in the State of 
North Carolina, no longer given the sheltering protection of capable and 
dedicated teachers and counsellors they had formerly enjoyed in their school 
life on the campus, but subject to all of the transportation hazards, schedule 
inconveniences, and often times degrading and demoralizing experiences on 
the public school busses such as has been characteristic of so many of them 
during recent years. No longer able to spend an adequate amount of time in 
the various vocational departments on the Orphanage campus which had been 
one of the noteworthy characteristics of Orphanage supervision, these 
children began to feel that Masonry in North Carolina had indeed turned its 
back upon an obligation for education of worthy Orphanage children which 
had become one of the great and beautiful milestones of Masonic history in 
North Carolina. | 


While these students were on the campus they enjoyed the full time 
supervision of teachers and counsellors who made a study of each individual 
pupil and who had full knowledge of the whereabouts of the children at all 
times. 

The vocational training of these boys and girls on the campus had always 
been the pride and joy of every Mason in North Carolina, but now that vaulted 
program had been dissipated and tle children were no longer able to find 
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adequate time-in the vocational departments on the campus. About nine of 
these students during the past year were returned to the campus at 1:30 P.M.; 
about ten of them returned at 2:80 and the rest of them came back from:3:30 
o'clock until 4:00. Such a disrupted schedule as this could serve no worthwhile 
purpose in the training of these boys and girls; it could well result in 
educational chaos for them and that, in brief, is exactly what has happened. 


.. Furthermore, it should be understood that one of the most valuable assets 
of the school on the campus lay in its opportunities for adequate and wise 
counselling. For moral and spiritual guidance this was one of the most 
beautiful features of orphanage life because this was actually the large area in 
which these boys and girls were so woefully deficient — all of them came from 
problem homes and they therefore were in greater need of close attention and 
supervision by qualified counsellors. However, when they were turned over to 
the public schools it meant that this counselling program on the campus was 
completely nullified because from 8:00 o'clock in the morning until 3:00 
oclock in the afternoon the Orphanage exercised no control over these 
children whatsoever. — | MEM | 

. The religious program of the Orphanage has always been an integral part 
of the educational program; in fact, religious training — one of the greatest 
needs of these boys and girls — was woven so carefully and effectively into the 
educational program of the campus school. E s 

The present situation is intolerable from many, many standpoints and it 
becomes even more intolerable when the bad weather conditions become a 
part of the picture. While the school was on the campus there was nó such 
thing as a "lost day" because of bad weather, but duririg the past winter this 
has been a very frequent occurrence. Busses have had an almost impossible 
job to perform and the busses themselves have been confronted with a 
tremendous problem. Some of them have been running all day long in order 
that students might meet appointments which they had with the doctor. These 
appointments are very necessary and there is no way for these students to 
meet these appointments without assistance from the busses and hence, there 
is almost a continuous journey back and forth by these buses from the school to 
the doctor's office. Furthermore, transportation of all of the elementary school 
children is done at Orphanage expense since the State does not provide any 
bussing for students within one mile of the school. 


Reference has been made already to the disadvantages in the vocational 
program under the present system but it should be emphasized that returning 
the students to the campus would at least double the amount of vocational 
training which the students would have. Furthermore, the type of vocational 
training atthe Orphanage school is a more concentrated, specialized type. For 
example, the typing students in the high school could be trained to set type for 
the printing department at the same time they are learning to type and with 
the new photo-composition equipment in the print shop, this will provide a 
more excellent opportunity for a training program for them. - 

It is worthy of note also that in so many of those areas of school training 
which develop a quality of responsibility and leadership, these things are now 
denied the students because most of these opportunities come is so-called 
extra—curricular activities, clubs, etc., in which the students have an 
opportunity to develop their capabilities of leadership by serving as president, 
is other offices of club life. Therefore, we conclude in the usual Resolution

WHEREAS, there has been a general dissatisfaction existing among the 
Masonic brethren of the lodges of North Carolina because of the transferral of 
the educational program of the Oxford Orphanage boys and girls from the 
campus to the public school system of Granville County; and 
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.. WHEREAS, -this general dissatisfaction has been reflected in the 
attitude of the Board of Directors of the Orphanage who are now authorizing 
the return of the educational responsibilities from the public school system to 
the Orphanage campus, subject to the approval of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina; and . 
" WHEREAS, on February 4, 1977 the Board of Directors authorized: 
-.. +.  1—The hiring of a principal and the teachers necessary to re- 
open the school in September, with no contracts to besigned until 
May in 1977 but with the required positions to be offered to 
acceptable personnel as soon as possible. 
2—All legacies bequeathed in the future to the Orphanage will 
be put in a trust fund for the Orphanage school with the interest 
derived therefrom to be used for the operation of the school. 
3—A determination is made after careful analysis of the needs of 
the school program that the school could be operated the first 
year for the sum of $200,000.00, and 
WHEREAS, a sufficient number of off campus students have already 
applied for admission to the school on the campus for the school year 
beginning next September to provide an additional $50,000.00 of income, thus 
making it necessary to raise only $150,000.00 for the first year;

Orphanage, Incorporated in session February 4, 1977, in Oxford, North

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON MASONIC CEREMONIES AND 
MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATIONS 


(Docket No. 32) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications was received and. 
entered on the record. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


While it is true that over the past several years a number of errors have ` 
been discovered in several of the ceremonies of our Grand Lodge, yet at the - 
same time it is felt that there are not a sufficient number of these needed 
corrections to warrant a complete revision of the Book of Ceremonies. The 
Committee, therefore would recommend that any further revisions along this 
line be deferred to a later date. 


" During the past year we were made aware of a rather significant and very 
helpful booklet, or pamphlet, which was published by the Grand Lodge of 
California. This was a pamphlet that was designed especially, and very 
artistically, for presentation to the widow, or to the family, of a deceased 
brother Master Mason for whom the Masonic graveside service has been 
conducted. 


It has often been our impression that when this graveside service was in 
process, the lonely widow was sitting, in deep grief, knowing that something 
good was taking place in so far as the knowledge of a tribute to her husband 
was concerned, but actually, she was not fully aware of the significance and 
meaning of the words as they were being repeated in the service. 
Furthermore, it has been our observation that when the. ‘Service’ was 
completed at the graveside, the poor widow had lost her last remaining link 
with the Masonic Lodge, in spite of the fact that a number of our lodges do 
remember their widows from time to time dudring the year. Generally, 
however, the widow naturally feels that the close link that she has always 
enjoyed has now been severed. 


The pamphlet which the Grand Lodge of California has issued is designed 
to alleviate this deficiency to some extent. This pamphlet is beautifully done in 
about twelve pages, size 5" x 65/", with appropriate designs in pastel colorson 
each of the pages. These designs become the background of the page and the 
portion of the ceremony of the graveside service which relates to that 
particular design is printed on that page. The printing is in burgandy or 
purple color and stands out very effectively on the page. The first page is 
introductory to the widow and the service itself actually begins on the second 
page. On the concluding page of the pamphlet there are spaces for the name of 
the deceased brother, the date of his burial together with the dates of his 
Masonic history, followed by the names of the officiating clergy, the name of 
the Master and the name of the official conducting the graveside service. This 
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pamphlet is presented to the widow, either immediately after the service has 
been concluded, or several hours later, possibly when she has returned to her 
home and is sitting there in sadness and dejection, needing something of this 
nature to bring further comfort to her. So far as this Committee has 
determined, California is the only Grand Lodge that has attempted anything 
like this, although certainly there might be others. 

The Committee would like to prepare a similar pamphlet for use in North 
Carolina with appropriate drawings that would be done by our own artist, and 
we would attribute the idea of the pamphlet to California, of course. It would 
be sufficiently distinctive from the California pamphlet, however, as to make 
it à North Carolina production. E | 


It could be made available to the lodges of North Carolina at 50€ per copy 
— which is exactly as it is done in California — and since there are sufficient 
funds in the Grand Lodge book reserve account to take care of the initial cost of 
the publication, no immediate outlay of funds by the Grand Lodge would be 
necessary. Funds derived from the saleof these pamphlets to the lodges would 
be credited to the book reserve fund. Thus it would become à self-liquidating 
publication. | | 

The idea is exciting to the Committee and we would like very much to 
pursue the matter in North Carolina, believing that it will be welcomed, not 
only by the lodges in North Carolina, but most especially by those for whomit 
is primarily intended, the widows of our deceased Master Masons.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 35) 


The Grand Master recognized and presented 
M.:.W.:.Brother Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Grand Orator of the 
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Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who delivered the following 
oration: | 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Many lodges in North Carolina issue from time to time a bulletin or 
newsletter which is sent to each of their members. I have been fortunate 
enough to be on the mailing list of a number of these and I am deeply grateful 
for this opportunity it affords me of keeping in touch with their planning and 
thinking and acting. An interesting copy of. one of these entitled “Bits and 
Pieces” published by Secretary William B. Harper of Pleasant Hill Lodge No. 
304 dated February 2, 1977 challenged my attention and immediately 
provided me with the theme for the message I hope to bring this afternoon. 
This paragraph entitled “BICENTENNIAL THOUGHT: Since the 
Bicentennial celebration of our country officially ends in February, I have 
saved the following excerpt from a letter I received from my good friend and 
brother, Raymond B. Smith,—who is also my own personal good friend and 
brother of many years standing—as my last tribute to the two hundredth 
birthday of our Country. This letter was dated September 26, 1976 and 
Brother Smith’s message reads as follows: “Well, my dear Brother, from what 
I have observed and heard, the birthday party is over. The guests have gone 
home, the fireworks are silent, the tall ships have sailed away. America’s 
Bicentennial is coming to a close. But is it really over? I think the story must be 
continued, because the adversaries of free speech, free press, free worship of 
God, individual privacy, protection of one’s property, and the right to 
complete honesty, integrity and morality in government are still working 
today, as they were two hundred years ago and two thousand years ago. Let 
none be so naive as to think that the government along the Potomac and 
elsewhere will not continue to be too large, too overbearing, arrogant and 
oppressive. Yes, that party may be over, but the fight that started in the 
thirteen colonies more than two hundred years ago must still go on.” 


Yes, that fight which started more than two hundred years ago and which 
now is still continuing, was a part of a great human movement, a part of a 
great procession in which Masons and Masonry have always played a great 
role. This great movement, this great procession, began many, many years 
ago in rebellion against the forces of dictatorship and totalitarianism, but we 
American Masons have been longer on the march, and in better company toa 
nobler end. The devotion.to our cause has been beyond belief and the sacrifice 
beyond calculation. Our march, our movement, or procession, started long 
ago: the men and women of recorded history, whose names we revere, 
marched before us; they showed us the way; and we, in our turn, follow in their 
train. Yes, we American Masons are a part of this great procession and we 
know that we are members of this procession because now we understand our 
place in time and in space, our place in history and our place in the world; now 
we understand what this procession is, whence it came, whither it goes, who 
march with us, and where we belong. 


And so I say, our procession began as a revolt against tyranny, privilege, 
and poverty. The old world of our ancestors held itself evident that men were 
created unequal, that they were divided into the few and the many; that the 
few alone were endowed by their Creator with a right to life, property, and 
education; with the right to think, speak, decide, rule and order, and the right 
to transmit these privileges to their children; that the many in turn were 
endowed by their Creator with the right of obedience, subservience, 
ignorance, slavery, death, and the right to pursue and to obtain happiness and 
security, but only that of the sty and of the stable; that governments were 
instituted among men preserving the State regardless of the welfare of the 
individual, deriving their permanent powers from the ignorance, fear, and 
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hunger of the many, and the rapacity, the resolution and the power of the few. 


The goal toward. which our procession moves is not a land bounded by 
barbed wire, as a concentration camp. It is a land where men and women are 
not ants and bees, where they are not cattle and swine, where they are not cogs 
in a machine. It is a world where each person is an individual and is to be 
respected as such. It isa world where they hold as self-evident that since God is 
our Father, then all men are brothers, and as such, they are created equal; that 
they are endowed by their Creator with certain rights, which by.their own act 
they cannot cede to anyoneand which, by the same token, noone.can take away 
from them; that these unalienable rights include life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness, which means freedom to worship God as one sees fit, freedom of 
speech, of the press and of the assembly, freedom to work and to earn and to 
enjoy the fruits of one's labor, equality before the law, equal voice. in 
government, equal opportunity; with the right to acquire and possess 
property, to pursue and obtain happiness and safety; and that to give men 
these rights, governments are instituted, deriving. the just powers from the 
consent of those who are governed. 


It is significant that the first words spoken by George Washington: oi our 
greatest Master Mason and first president of the United States, contained this 
often quoted passage: "The preservation of the sacred fires of liberty and the 
destiny of the republican model of government are justly considered, perhaps, 
as deeply, as finally, staked on the experiment entrusted to the hands of the 
American people.” | 


Brethren, if all Master Masons were deeply to reflect u upon the truth of 
this statement, picture what went before, note what has occurred since, 
consider the breakdown elsewhere of almost all representative forms.of 
government in the world, watch the fires of liberty flicker and so frequently 
become extinguished, then they would know that George Washington was 
speaking without exaggeration; they would understand the obligation and the 
opportunity of Masons inthis greatland of ours;and as American Masons they 
would see that'we are marching shoulder toshoulder with the ών men nof 
the world. i 

Those men who marched before ub, those good! ‘men' who bindeda us the 
torch, those ancestors of ours fought down’ the tyrants; they cut off the: head of 
Charles the First; they tried'to reform Louis the Fourtéerith, the Fifteenth and 
the Sixteenth. They beat Napoleon. They embattled Lord North and George 
the Third. They resisted every form of tyranny over the mind and purpose and. 
body of man: They participated in.a war against totalitarianism in 1917 and 
1918 to make the world safe, supposedly, for democracy. They fought again in 
the Second World War against -Hitler, Mussolini, and Hirohito; and then 
again in South Korea and Viet Nam, but I submit to you. that in reality. we 
were fighting against ignorant peoples; against people who, if not ignorant, at 
least have been educated for slavery. So long as ignorance rules in any part of 
the world: so long as there are men and: women who will willingly submit 
themselves to slavery, this battle will need to be fought. It will recur again and 
again as a problem for each rising generation to settle. This is what we mean 
when we say that the torch of liberty needs loving. care. This is what we mean 
when we say that the fight which Masons.assisted in starting in the thirteen 
colonies more thao two hundred years ago must still go on. We cannot afford to 
close our eyes and say that all is well. We must be prepared.and ready todo our 
part.

This time our Democracy must prove, mot merely that it is a just form of 
government, not merely that it is a righteous form; but is must also prove that 
it is strong enough, courageous enough, belligerent enough, both to survive 
and toemerge triumphant and victorious in a world now menaced by the curse 
of Communism. Our Democracy must prove, not that its citizens are wise, are 
just, are happy; it must also prove that its-citizens so love it that as a nation 
they will lay down their lives for its salvation as freely, and as fiercely, as a 
lover will fight to the death against the despoiler of his sweetheart; as quickly 
as a mother will give her life blood to save her child; and with as holy a passion 
as that with which Christ gave His body to,the cross to.prove His faith in man 
and God. - iw. de um. de up | uA.

d This is the quality, which, to me, is basic and fundamental—unselfish 
service. 

. No worthwhile organization can stand upon a foundation ofselfishness. it 
is the order of the Creator that only that which gives, lives. And interestingly 
enough, the more one gives, the more one lives. Who would care anything 
about Florence Nightingale, had she nursed no sick and wounded soldiers. 
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Who would care anything about David Livingston had he not carried the light 
into the dark continent. Who would care anything about General Booth, had 
he not with his drum beat and his tambourine carried the Gospel throughout 
the slums of the cities of the world. Who would care anything about Paul the 
Apostle had he not carried the Gospel to the Gentiles. Who would care 
anything about Jesus Christ had he not with his Gospel completely 
revolutionized the living and the thinking of the entire world. But what is 
more important, my Brethren, who would care anything about you and me 
unless we show by our lives that we can recognize the existence of a great 
need perhaps lying by the roadside, and with a ready hand anda willing spirit, 
we render unto that need that which relieves the problem and eases the 
distress. 


` Search the pages of literature and nowhere will you find it more 
beautifully expressed than in those matchless words of the New Testament 
when it is said that “A certain man went down from Jerusalem to Jerichoand 
fell among thieves which wounded him and stripped him of his raiment and 
departed, leaving him half dead. And by chance there came down a certain 
priest that way—this priest form whom we had every right to expect some 
service to mankind—but when he saw him, he passed by on the other side. And 
likewise, a Levite, when he was at the place,—also a man from whom we had 
every right to expect a high degree of unselfish service—but he came and 
looked on him and passed by on the other side. But a certain Samaritan as he 
journeyed—this man, despised and rejected by the Jews, from whom we had 
no right to expect any degree of unselfish service—came where he was and 
when he beheld him he went to him and he bound up his wounds pouring in oil 
and wine, and he sat him upon his beast and he carried him to the inn and took 
care of him.” The world has remembered this nameless Samaritan down to the 
present time, but what is more, my Brethren, this it will continue todo even to 
the end of time, and not because he was a rich man, not because he was a 
scientist, not because he was a statesman, but solely because he was a man who 
had learned the meaning of unselfish service; he was a merciful man, he wasa 
man who could recognize the existence of a great need and who immediately 
would render to that need that which relieved the distress and solved the 
problem. Is not there a lesson there for Masons in the first year of our third 
century? 


. Perhaps the meaning of all that I have attempted to present in this 
message can be well summed up and expressed in a poem—the author of 
which, I am ashamed to say I do not know—but a poem which, to me, 
beautifully captures the spirit and the purpose of Masonry. And with this I 
conclude as the poet said: 


My Brother, Masonry means much more 
Than the wearing of a pin, 

Or carrying a. paid-up dues receipt, 
So the lodge will let you in. 

You may wear an emblem on your coat, 
From your finger flash a ring. 

But if you're not sincere at heart, 
That doesn't mean a thing. 

It's merely an outward sign to show 
The world that you belong 

To this great fraternal brotherhood, 
That teaches right from wrong. 

What really counts lies buried deep 
Within the human breast, 

Till Masonic teachings bring it out

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 36) 


M..W..Leslie H. Garner, Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, delivered the following report, which was 
referred to the Board of General Purposes.

MY BRETHREN: 


It is a great privilege to welcome you to the 190th Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina. It is my sincere hope that — 
this Communication will be harmonious and productive.

Worshipful Brother Joe Warren Gilbert of Grifton Lodge No. 
243 in Grifton. 


BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATIONS 


Masons in North Carolina participated in various types of 
Bicentennial celebrations and it is probably safe to say that 
every lodge in North Carolina had several programs dealing 
with the two hundredth anniversary of our Independence as a 
Nation. Many of these lodges placed great emphasis upon the 
importance of our national heritage and the non-Masonic 
public is much more aware now of the part our Masonic 
forebears played in the formation and continued progress of 
our government. 


One important feature of the Bicentennial program was 
conducted on the Grand Lodge level and this ensisted of a visit 
of Grand Lodge officers to each of the communities in North 
Carolina in which a lodge was in existence before or during the 
year 1787-88. This program became known as “The Masonic 
Trail”. Four visits were made under the administration of my 
predecessor, Grand Master S. Frank Noble, Jr. and these were 
described in the Grand Master's report of last year. 


Following my installation as Grand Master in April of 1976 
I was privileged to participate in the remaining stops on "The 
Masonic Trail”, the first of these being on the afternoon of May 
12 when we visited Johnston-Caswell Lodge No. 10 in 
Warrenton, North Carolina for an interesting celebration in 
this historic town. During the afternoon of that day I presided 
over the laying of a cornerstone for the new Masonic Temple in 
Warrenton and that evening, after a delightful banquet, we 
had a very appropriate Bicentennial program. The major 
address on this occasion was given by Dr. Eddie Stiles, the 
Illustrious Grand Master of the Grand Council of Royal and 
Select Masters of North Carolina. 

On Tuesday, May 25, "The Masonic Trail" made a visit to 
Phoenix Lodge No. 8 of Fayetteville. This program included a 
dinner in one of the mess halls at the military encampment at 
Fort Bragg and that evening we united with the brethren of 
Phoenix Lodge in a Bicentennial program, with the message 
once again delivered by Dr. and Brother Eddie Stiles. 
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The various stops on “The Masonic Trail” were interrupted 
at this time when — as a part of our Bicentennial celebration 
— I was privileged to lead a contingent of our Masonic 
brethren and their ladies on a visit to the United Grand Lodge 
of England that included a banquet in the City of London. This 
banquet served beautifully to strengthen the close fraternal 
ties between the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and the 
United Grand Lodge of England. During that banquet I was 
privileged to present two of our Joseph Montfort Medals, one 
to the distinguished Right Worshipful Brother James W. 
Stubbs, Grand Secretary of the United Grand Lodge of 
England, and the other to one of our distinguished benefactors 
of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro, Brother 
Karl Linville. As you know, the Grand Master of North 
Carolina is allowed only three Joseph Montfort Awards for 
presentation during his year and it is quite symbolic of the 
close relationship between the Masons of North Carolina and 

the Masons of the United Grand Lodge of England that two of 
these Medals were presented in dignified ceremony at this 
delightful banquet in London. I also was pleased to present to 
the United Grand Lodge of England a beautiful flag of North 
Carolina as a gift from the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. In 
return, Right Worshipful Brother Stubbs presented the North 
Carolina Grand Master with a Medallion of the United Grand 
Lodge of England, encased in lucite, and I was pleased to 
accept this beautiful symbolic gesture from our distinguished 
brethren overseas. 


Returning to North Carolina, our next stop on “The 
Masonic Trail”, was with Charity Lodge No. 5 in Windsor 
where a large number of brethren and their ladies assembled 
in the National Guard Armory for a delightful program. The 
major address for this occasion was delivered by Reverend 
and Brother Ernest Porter, the Assistant Grand Chaplain of 
the Grand Lodge, and he thrilled the audience with his 
Bicentennial message. 


November 19 had been selected as the occasion of our next 
stop by St. John’s Lodge No. 4 in Kinston. Richard Caswell was 
the first Governor of North Carolina and the second Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and one of the 
two lodges in Kinston is named for him. He was installed as 
Grand Master on the evening of November 19 and St. John's 
Lodge appropriately selected this date for its Bicentennial 
observance of "The Masonic Trail". This program turned out 
to be one of the most interesting and fascinating of the entire 
series, beginning with a program on the Courthouse lawn 
during the afternoon at the monument of Richard Caswell. 
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This was followed by a motorcade tour of the various points of 
interest in Kinston with which Richard Caswell had been 
associated and it concluded with a dinner and a program at the 
lodge hall of St. John's Lodge No. 4, with the address of the 
evening being delivered, once again, by our able Assistant 
Grand Chaplain, Brother Ernest Porter. 


Old Cone Lodge of Salisbury had been present in Tarboro 
when the Grand Lodge was organized in 1787. Some few years 
later it went out of existence and, while Fulton Lodge No. 99 
has never been documented as the successor to Old Cone 
Lodge, yet the Grand Lodge felt that in deference to the 
important part that Old Cone Lodge played in the 
organization of the Grand Lodge, that our Grand Lodge was 
under some obligation to conclude "The Masonic Trail" 
programs with a visit to Salisbury, the home of the original 
Old Cone Lodge. Accordingly, a program was presented in 
Salisbury on the evening of Thursday, December 9. It was a 
very interesting meeting, very informative and quite 
entertaining and the members of the Grand Lodge felt that it 
served as a fitting climax to the entire series. The message of 
the evening was brought by Reverend and Brother Clyde 
McCarver. 

Thus the 76 Becentennial Celebrations in North Carolina 
came to a close. | 


Since each Masonic Lodge in North Carolina had been 
requested to appoint its own "76 Committee and since all 
lodges had been informed that with the materials made 
available to them, they would be expected to conduct such 
activities as would appropriately represent the gratitude of 
Masons in all communities in North Carolina for the 
magnificent contribution that had been made by Masons in 
the early history of the State, I fully believe that Masons in our 
great State have every reason to feel pleased with the manner 
in which lodges throughout our great State followed through 
with the suggestions and recommendations that were made. 


Truly it has been a great Masonic year in North Carolina 
and I congratulate all of those who had a part in making it a 
most eventful year. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


I have been honored to serve on the Board of Directors of 
Oxford Orphanage for three years, but I believe that the past 
year has been the most exciting and productive. Plans are 
proceeding for the reopening of the John Nichols School on 
Campus. This would be a major improvement for our children, 
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for it would enable them to receive individually tailored 
academic, spiritual and vocational training. Early in 1977, I 
wrote to each North Carolina Mason explaining the Board’s 
eoncern for the school, and I am very encouraged by the 
response to our appeal for financial support. A Resolution is 
being proposed to this Grand Lodge by the Board of Directors 
to reopen our school on campus. 


We are indebted to the Orphanage staff, headed by Robert 
Winston, for a grand job. I have always been impressed by 
their service and unselfish dedication to the Orphanage. It was 
indeed a pleasure to recognize a number of the staff for their 
years of service at a banquet in March. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


There has also been progress at the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home. The Board of Directors is proposing to you two 
resolutions that it believes will improve the service we are able 
to provide at the home. One will increase the number of guests 
from 140 to 180. The other will provide for a new housing 
program on the campus. There is great excitement about the 
potential of this program. It would provide housing for those 
who have financial resources but are in need of love, attention 
and fellowship. The project would be self-sustaining 
financially, but nonetheless offers a grand opprtunity to 
extend the hand of fellowship to those who need it. 


OUT OF STATE VISITATIONS 


I was privileged to attend the following Grand Lodges: 
Wyoming, Maryland, District of Columbia, Canada, 
Connecticut, and Tennessee. I was also privileged to attend the 
Imperial Sessions of the Shrine, held in Kansas City and the 
Grand York Rite Assembly in Waynesville. 


The Grand Lodge of New Jersey held a special 
Bicentennial celebration and invited the Grand Masters of the 
thirteen original colonies. It was an outstanding meeting and I 
was privileged to represent our Grand Lodge. 

I sent representatives to the following Grand Lodges: 
Brother Charles A. Harris attended the Grand Lodge of 
Wyoming; Brother James W. Brewer attended the Grand 
Lodge of Delaware; Brother William B. Bellois and G. Dudley 
Humphrey attended the Grand Lodges of Georgia and 
Virginia; Brother J. Earl Watson attended the Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky and Tennessee. Jacob C. Goodman, Jr. attended the 
Grand Lodge of Alabama. 

Brother J. Earl Watson and Brother E. Stancil Aldridge 
attended the funeral services for Most Worshipful Brother 
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William C. Wylie, Jr., Grand Master of South Carolina who 
died just a few weeks after having been installed. 


CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS 


The Conference of Grand Masters was held in Washington, 
D. C. February 20-23, 1977 and was attended by Brothers 
Leslie H. Garner, Earl Watson, Jake Goodman, William 
Bellois, Jimmy Brewer, Robert L. Pugh, Jimmy Johnson, Sam 
Hennis, W. G. Garner (brother of the Grand Master), Earl 
Noe, Pete Dudley, Jack Honeycutt, William F. Owen, and 
their wives. Several interesting papers were presented, and 
those attending were privileged to join in fellowship with the 
brethren from other Grand Jurisdictions. I was proud for us to 
be recognized as one of the few Grand Jurisdictions to have a 
net gain in membership in 1976. 


SOUTHEASTERN MASONIC CONFERENCE 


It was my privilege to attend this conference in Savannah, 
‘Georgia this past August. Also in attendance were Brothers J. 
Earl Watson, Jacob C. Goodman, William B. Bellois, James W. 
Brewer, Robert P. Dudley, and James H. Bailey and their 
wives. The topics and papers discussed at this Conference 
were excellent. I feel that this Conference benefits our Grand 
Lodge tremendously and wish that more of our Officers and 
Past Grand Masters attended. 


LODGES INSTITUTED 


It was my privilege to institute Federal Point Lodge at 
Carolina Beach. I had hoped there would be many more lodges 
instituted this year because, as I have said repeatedly, smaller 
lodges seem to have greater interest and more activity. 


I commend the brethren at Federal Point and wish them 
every success in their endeavors. 


EMERGENT COMMUNICATIONS 


During the past year, we have held 15 Emergent 
Communications of the Grand Lodge — four of these 
Emergent Communications were for the purpose of laying 
cornerstones for new Masonic Temples; eleven of these 
Emergent Communications were for the purpose of 
dedicating new Masonmc Temples. The Grand Secretary’s 
report will list these Communications. 


It has been my pleasure to have presided over each of these 
Communications and I want to personally thank the 
membership of these 15 lodges for the building programs they 
have undertaken and have completed. These Temples are all 
outstanding tributes to the progress and interest in our Grand 
Jurisdiction. 
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EXCLUSIONS FOR NON-PAYMENT OF DUES 


In my out of state visitation I got an idea from the Grand 
Master of Michigan in regard to exclusions. 


I wrote approximately 800 letters to members who were 
excluded or were about to be excluded and encourage them to 
retain their membership in our Fraternity. The response that 
I personally received was most gratifying and I would 
recommend that every lodge contact these brethren in the 
future and encourage them to remain a part of our great 
Fraternity. (A copy of my letter to these brethren appeared in 
the North Carolina Mason.) 


RELIGION AND MASONRY 


During the year, I received two letters from brethren who, 
because of their religious convictions, found it necessary to 
withdraw their membership from our Fraternity. These two 
letters distressed me very much, for asall of us know, Masonry 
is not a religion, but a handmaiden of the Church. 


With the assistance of Most Worshipful Brother Robert L. 
Pugh, I replied to these two letters. Because of the length of the 
letters I have not included them in this report. A copy of one of 
the letters will be included in the proceedings of our Grand 
Lodge. I would recommend that each lodge take the time to 
read this letter in its entirety to their individual lodges. 


A BELOVED MASONIC GIANT: 
FREDERICK FARLEY HARDING 


I would be grossly derelict in my duty were I to fail to 
recognize the life and the distinguished service of one of the 
greatest and most beloved Masons our Grand Lodge has 
known: Frederick Farley Harding. More than two, and almost 
three generations of Masons have been privileged to know this 
good brother and to labor in the quarries with him, for he has 
been a Master Mason for a period of seventy-eight years, 
having been raised to the sublime degree in William G. Hill 
Lodge No. 218 in Raleigh on October 12, 1899, only twomonths 
before our nineteenth century came to an end. He has been the 
proud recipient of all of the awards offered by our Grand 
Lodge; namely: the Twenty-five Year Award, the Fifty Year 
Veteran’s Award, the Sixty Year Diamond Jubilee Award, 
the Seventy-five Year Award — the last one being bestowed on 
him on December 4, 1974 — and finally, the Joseph Montfort 
Award which was presented to him in 1970. Thus, while some 
men can speak proudly of Masonic honors and Awards that 
they have received, he can say: “I have had them all”. 
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Those Masons who have been attending the Grand Lodge 
since 1940 have been seeing him, and they have known him in 
his capacity as Grand Tyler, because he was installed in this 
position on April 17 of that year. This was the beginning of a 
long, faithful, and honorable career as Grand Tyler because he 
has served continuously in this position until our last Annual 
Communication in April 1976. 


For several years he had been declining in physical health; 
his energetic spirit and dynamic enthusiasm had begun to 
decline and he felt it necessary to tender his resignation from 
the position which he held so honorably and efficiently for 
thirty-six years. During the last few years of his service in this 
position, when his declining health had dictated the necessity 
of some assistance, he was ably assisted by Brother Marvin 
Wilson whom I appointed as his successor in the position of 
Grand Tyler at the beginning of this year. 


When I make reference to the assistance which he has 
enjoyed so much during the last few years, I must pay a tribute 
to the one who has helped him so much during these years, and 
without whom he would not have been able to fulfill his duties. 
Ireferto his good wife, whom we have affectionately known all 
through the years as "Nell". Were I capable of painting a 
picture that would embody all of those beautiful virtues of 
faithfulness, loyalty, love, devotion, attention and inspiration, 
I would find them all beautifully illustrated and symbolized in 
a portrait of this beloved Grand Tyler's faithful wife, Nell 
Harding. And so, while we pay homage to him, we, at the same 
one would express an equal debt of gratitude to his beloved 
wife. 

May it be the will and pleasure of the Supreme Architect of 
the Universe to grant more years of life and service to Brother 
Fred for on next November 2, in the year 1977, — this year — 
he will have reached his one hundredth birthday! A full 
century of service to his fellow man, with seventy-eight of 
those years laboring in the quarries of Masonry! 


Surely this is a record unsurpassed, both in length of years 
and in quality of service and we honor him for his contribution 
to our Craft and to mankind. 

When I received word from Nell that he could no longer 
attempt to fulfill the duties of the office of Grand Tyler, I 
accepted the resignation with regret and at that same time, I 
bestowed upon him the title of Grand Tyler Emeritus, 
knowing that in every respect he is worthy of every honor, 
award, and accolade we can bestow upon him. 
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I know that the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina will want to join me ina 
whole-hearted approval and confirmation of the Emeritus 
title I bestowed upon him. (A motion was made, seconded and 
unanimously adopted to bestow the title of Grand Tyler 
Emeritus on Brother Harding. See Docket No. 37, Page 130 of 
these Proceedings.) 


ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that at your 
stated communication held on June 10, 1976, Williams Lodge No. 538 
collectively balloted on two petitioners. The ballot was declared clear, and it 
was announced that the petitioners were elected. 


This collective ballot is illegal and void under the clear and positive 
language of Regulation 76-26 of THE CODE. As Grand Master, I have no 
choice but to reprimand you, as Master of Williams Lodge No. 538, for having 
permitted this collective ballot to take place. 


Under the provisions of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE, I order that 
another ballot be held on each petitioner seperately at the stated 
communication of Williams Lodge No. 538 to be held on June 24, 1976. 


This Order must be read at the first stated communication of Williams 
Lodge No. 538 following its receipt, entered on the minutes of that 
communication, and a proper marginal notation made on the minutes of the 
stated communication held on June 10, 1976, referring to this Order and the 
date it is recorded in the minutes. 


ORDER NO. 2 


I have gone over the correspondence pertaining to the above-captioned 
brother, and I have personally talked with Brother Payne concerning his 
exclusion in Manteo Lodge No. 521. 


The records of Manteo lodge and those in the Grand Secretary's office 
clearly indicate that all Regulations of THE CODE were complied with in the 
exclusion of Brother Payne. 


After considering all the facts, I am of the opinion that due to the 
duplication of the 1975 and 1976 dues cards being almost identical, Brother 
Payne's explanation that he believed his 1976 dues were paid was valid. Ihave 
no authority as Grand Master to order the erasure of this exclusion; however, 
due to the cireumstances which I feel prevailed, I, therefore, order that at such 
time when Brother Payne will become eligible to receive a twenty-five year 
Service Award, that the one day exclusion for nonpayment of dues on his 
record be disregarded and Brother Payne considered to have had continuous 
membership. 


Given under my hand and seal at Greenville, North Carolina, this the 14th 
day of January, 1977. 


ORDER NO. 3 


It has come to my attention that Franklin Edward Stroud and William 
Levis Welborn were elected to receive the degrees on September 3, 1976, and 
James Edgar Watts, Dallas Ray Aistrop, Ronald Franklin Ferrell and Ronald 
Eugene Stafford were elected to receive the degrees on October 1, 1976, and 
all were subsequently initiated, passed and raised in your lodge without their 
Petitions for the Degrees having first been sent to the Grand Secretary's office 
for recording and certification. 
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It appears that all requirements as to the procedure for handling 
Petitions for the Degrees were complied with, except the petitions had not 
been sent to the Grand Secretary for recording and for his certificate, before 
the ballot, which is a direct violation of Regulations 73-12; 73-13; 76-01; and 
79-02 of THE CODE. 


Since these brethren are not responsible for this irregularity and they 
have received all of the degrees in due form, they are not at fault, nor can the 
degrees be taken from them. 


It is therefore Ordered: That the petitions of Brothers Aistrop, Ferrell, 
Stafford, Stroud, Watts and Welborn, which are in the hands of the Grand 
Secretary, be certified by him, with a proper notation on his Certificate to 
explain the delay in certification. 


Also, that the status of each of these brethren is in all respects that of a 
regular Mason and a member of Derita Lodge No. 715, without the necessity 
of healing. 


This Order shall be read to the lodge at the first stated communication 
after its receipt, entered on the minutes of that communication, and a proper 
notation made on the margin of the minutes of the stated communications at 
which these brethren were elected (September 3 and October 1), referring to 
this Order and the date it is recorded in the minutes.

North Carolina, this seventh day of February, 1977 


ORDER NO. 4 


It has come to my attention that Fred Steven Setzer, Jr. was elected to 
receive the degrees on October 1, 1976 and he was initiated on October 8, 1976, 
without his Petition for the Degrees having first been sent to the Grand 
Secretary's office for recording and certification. 

Itappears that all requirements as to the procedure for hadling Petitions 
for the Degrees were complied with, except the petition had not been sent to 
the Grand Secretary for recording and for his certificate, before the ballot, 
which. is a direct violation of Regulations 73-12; 73-13; 76-01; and 79-02. 

Since the brother is not responsible for this irregularity and he has 
received the First Degree in due form, he is not at fault and he may be 
advanced without being healed, subject, however, to the required procedure 
for advancement of candidates. 


It is therefore Ordered: That this petition which is in the hands of the 
Grand Secretary, becertified by him, with a proper notation on his Certificate 
to explain the delay in certification. 

Also, that the status of this brother is that of an Entered Apprentice of 
Derita Lodge No. 715. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the first stated communication 
after its receipt, entered on the minutes of that communication, and a proper 
notation made on the margin of the minutes of the stated communication of the 
lodge at which the ballot was taken (October 1, 1976) referring to this Order 
and the date it is recorded on the minutes.

It is FURTHER ORDERED, that in the event your By-Laws have not 
been amended by the Stated Communication of your lodge to be held on April 
8, 1977, then the Master and Wardens of your Lodge are ordered to appear 
before me on April 19, 1977, at the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina at 4:00 o'clock P.M. and show cause why your lodge's 
Charter should not be arrested.

Based on the above facts I, as Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, 
order the Master, Wardens and Members of Mecklenburg Lodge No. 176 to 
promptly amend their By-Laws in accordance with THE CODE, so that your 
annual dues will be not less than Twelve Dollars per year. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, that in the event your By-Laws have not 
been so amended by the Stated Communication of your lodge to be held on 
April 5, 1977, then the Master and Wardens of your lodge are ordered to 
appear before me on April 19, 1977, at the Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina at 4:00 o'clock P.M. and show cause why your 
lodge's Charter should not be arrested. | 


Let this Order be: read and entered on the Minutes at your next Stated 
Communication. 


GIVEN under my hand and the Seal of my office at Greenville, North 
Carolina, this eighteenth day of February, 1977. 
PHYSICAL DISABILITY 


Through the investigation of the District Deputy Grand 
Master, I found that each petition presented no problem in 
receiving degrees, and I approved all physical disability 
petitions for reception by the lodges. 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 

At the time this report was being prepared, I had issued the 
following dispensations: 

Seven dispensations were granted to fill lodge vacancies 
created by death or resignation. 

Ten dispensations were granted for visitation with 
subordinate lodges in other Grand Jurisdictions. 

Six dispensations were granted to reballot on Petitions for 
Degrees. | 

T wo dispensations were granted to Phoenix Lodge No. 8 to 
hold meetings while the Charter is being refurbished and 
photographed. 

Nine dispensations were granted to hold meetings other 
than at the regular meeting place. 


GRAND LODGE OFFICE 


There is no way I can express in words the love and respect 
I feel for Pete Dudley, without whose support and assistance 
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the job I have attempted to do would not have been possible. 
During the year, the Board of General Purposes hired Brother 
Reynold Davenport, Editor of the North Carolina Mason as 
Assistant to the Grand Secretary. Either the Secretary or the 
Assistant were present at most district meetings, dedications, 
cornerstone layings and other functions I attended. Their help 
was invaluable, as was the assistance of the wonderful staff 
headed by Mrs. Joyce Watson. I am deeply grateful to all of 
them. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that we continue our usual appropriations to 
Oxford Orphanage, Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Order 
of DeMolay, Order of Rainbow, Masonic Service Association, 
George Washington National Memorial Association, Grand 
Masters’ and Grand Secretaries’ Conferences, and the 
Southeastern Masonic Conference. 


I recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the resolution 
for the school on campus at Oxford Orphanage and the 
resolutions from the Board of Directors from the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home for the new building program and the 
increase in guest capacity at the home. 


I recommend that the incoming Grand Master appoint a 
special committee to redistrict the State. 


I recommend that the incoming Grand Master appoint a 
1987 Grand Lodge Bicentennial Committee to start laying the 
ground work for the observance of the Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial. 

I recommend that the Grand Lodge establish a 1987 Grand 
Lodge Bicentennial Escrow Account and that the finance 
committee appropriate such funds as may be available from 
year to year to this account for the purpose of defraying the 
cost of the Bicentennial observance. 

I recommend that all proceeds from the sale “Launching 
the Craft” be set aside in the above recommended escrow 
account. 


APPRECIATION 


Many Masons have given freely and unselfishly the 
assistance necessary for me to have such a meaningful year as 
your Grand Master. I am indebted to all of them. 

To Brothers Earl Watson, Jake Goodman, William Bellois 
Jimmy Brewer, Pete Dudley and Charles Harris, I am deeply 
grateful for support and advice. To the other Grand Lodge 
Officers, Past Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand 
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Masters, District Deputy Grand Lecturers, Area and District 
Education Chairmen, members of boards and committees, 
and other members of the Craft, I extend my heartfelt thanks. 


To Judge Hatch, the Judge Advocate, and to Dudley 
Humphrey, Chairman of the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence, I am grateful for invaluable counsel. 


I am also very appreciative of the hard work of the 65 
District Deputy Grand Masters. Without exception, they have 
given me their full cooperation. However, I was saddened 
during the year by the death of two of them, Worshipful 
Brother Bill Tester and Worshipful Brother Eugene Brack. 

To the members of my Lodge, Crown Point No. 708, and to 
Greenville Lodge No. 284 and William Pitt Lodge No. 734, I 
extend my thanks for generous support. I thank the officers of 
all three lodges, who agreed to close the Grand Lodge 
following my installation. 


To Most Worshipful Brother William A. Hooks, I shall ever 
be grateful for his having appointed me in the Grand Lodge 
Line. I will always cherish this year, for he gave me the 
opportunity to wear the purple of our Fraternity and the 
privilege of serving the Masons in North Carolina. I hope that 
in some small measure I have lived up to the confidence he 
expressed in me by appointing me in the Grand Lodge Line. 
Thank you, Bill, and may God's richest blessings always be 
upon you. | 

I thank the Raleigh brethren who have earned our 
gratitude for their outstanding job handling the details of the 
190th Communication. 

Finally, to my dear wife Evelyn and my family, I am 
extremely grateful for the support and patience that have 
made this exciting year possible. 


CONCLUSION 


I am indebted to all of my brethren for the opportunity to 
serve as Grand Master. As I stated at my installation I was not 
prepared for the great bürden placed on my shoulders. 

I pledged to you that with the help of the Great Architect of 
the Universe, I would try to merit the confidence and trust 
placed in me. 

Following my installation, Brother Herbert Ruffin, gave 
me inspirational reading entitled, "Today". That reading has 
served as my theme for this year. I commend it to you. 
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TODAY 

My life is a gift of God, given, not in years, but a day at a time. Todays the 
day the Lord has made for me, and HE planned it to be the most important day 
of my life. 

Yesterday is gone, never to return. I must not worry about it, but leave it in 
the hands of God. Tomorrow and all that it holds is God's secret and its coming is 
not assured. Only today is mine. Each day, arranged by God with infinite 
wisdom and goodness is His gift, His act of love for me. In thanksgiving I will 
offer Him every day the gift of myself...my prayers, works, joys and sufferings. 


Today, I can write that this past year has been one of the 
most rewarding years of my life. I have tried to serve you to the 
utmost of my abilities. I have tried to return to Masonry a 
small portion of the service it has provided me. I know from 
experience that Masonry can provide the courage, strength 
and guidance we need in life. Yet, it is sometimes hard to find 
the appropriate words to express what Masonry really means. 
In 1968, I was impressed with an article in New Age, "My Son, 
My Son”, which inspired me to write to my own son. 


As the conclusion to my report, I would like to share with 
you the letter I wrote to my son describing how I feel about this 
great Fraternity. 


A MESSAGE TO MY SON 


In trying to isolate the single subject most dear to the heart 
of every Mason, it seems clear to me that it concerns a man’s 
relations to his children, his hopes and aspirations for them, 
and the connection and importance of Masonry in this regard. 


Iam taking the liberty of phrasing this message to you, my 
son, speaking as a man and Mason, because you are the most 
important element in a Masonic father’s life — you are the 
future . . . In so doing I speak as every Mason to his son, 
expressing some of the feeling, and some of the philosophy, 
which has moved and guided man down through the ages. I 
don’t know whether you will ever receive this message, my son, 
for I don’t plan, at this time at least, to deliver it to you; but 
rather feel that if you are ever moved to seek, then you may 
find, and I leave that matter in the hands of that Benevolent 
Power which governs all things. I do hope however, that you 
and your brother may in the future come across these writings 
and find therein a little better understanding of your father, a 
warmer appreciation of his endeavors, and a few guideposts 
indicating a way to a richer, better world... 

From the beginning of time, parents have dedicated their 
lives to providing for their children benefits and opportunities 
greater than those enjoyed by the parents themselves . . . This 
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seems to be an instinct inherent in parenthood, it apparently 
applies to all forms of life, and will only be fully understood by 
you when you have children of your own... If this should reach 
you before that event, I ean only say... "Waitand see."... The 
means by which individual fathers seek to achieve this goal, 
varies somewhat, as do the results, and here I must resort to 
personalities ... 


My thoughts, aims and feeling for you are most difficult to 
express .. . Definitions are inadequate as my thoughts do not 
fall readily into words... You probably have not thought of me 
as a particularly religious person, and probably your 
assessment is valid, but let me assure you of my complete faith 
that there is a benevolent God which controls all things and of 
my earnest hope and trust that you share in this belief... I feel 
confident that you do; you are intelligent and must recognize 
that such a well-ordered nature could not exist by accident... I 
mention this first because it is the basic essential, the sole 
foundation stone for a truly successful life . . . I am not 
ashamed to tell you that there have been many times when I've 
asked him to watch over you when you were beyond my help, 
or when I needed strength or guidance in charting my course 
with you. 

As all parents rear their children differently, so is each 
child and individual soul entirely different from all others, 
and it must be treated according to its individual needs. 
Equality is a myth and would usually be improper or unfair in 
any event. I have tried in all cases to render you the treatment 
which was best for you. Whether I was right or wrong, 
whether or not I have succeeded, whether or not I might have 
done better, these questions must remain until you, or future 
years, shall record the answers. 


Many times I have heard it said that a certain father and 
his son were "buddies". I don't think wegve been exactly this. 
It always seemed that you had all the “buddies” you needed. I 
tried to be the one thing that not one else could be to you — a 
father ... If there have been times when it seemed to you that I 
was stern and unyielding, I hope that you can now recognize 
that it was not that I didn't want to give you everything you 
wanted or asked for, but rather that I cared enough about you 
that I was willing to take theunpleasant course of denying you 
those things which I felt were not best for you... 


As you have grown and developed through the years, so has 
my daily life grown to revolve around you. The strivingsof my 
early years were for personal gain ... Later they were all for 
my family's benefit . . . If I have accomplished anything, it has 
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been for you, your mother, brother and sister . . . If I have 
avoided wrong or scandal, it has been for fear of reflection 
upon your lives . . . If I have contributed anything to the 
community or toward a better world, it was so that all of you 
might have a better place in which to live... Next to God, 
man’s family stands closest to his heart... 


In seeking to improve myself, I have devoted considerable 
time to Masonry. I can’t help but feel that you may have some 
misconceptions about this . . . many people don’t, understand 
the true functions of a lodge, and sometimes validate itas a lot 
of “secret mumbo-jumbo" . . . There are really very few secrets 
in Masonry, except the secrets of every man's inner being, 
hence one's attempt to learn in any event .. . Masonry simply 
helps a man to learn by use of allegory and symbolism, and I 
like to think its a science of self-improvement. As the church 
illustrates man's relationship to God, so does the Masonic 
Lodge illustrate the Brotherhood of Man and the Fatherhood 
of God and his relationship to each. 


My concern is that you might feel I have given time to 
Masonry that I should have devoted to you all. I wonder about 
this, and whether such a situation may be related to the ebb 
and flow of interest in Masonry in past generations... I hope 
you harbor no such resentment. Every Mason is thrilled 
beyond words when and if his son shows an interest in 
Masonry. You know that I can't ask you to join, and you should 
not submit your petition unless Masonry truly appeals to you, 
but it has so very much to offer to one who honestly seeks to 
improve himself . . . Do not feel that Masonry has taken 
anything from you, my son, but recognize that its played a part 
in whatever success I've achieved as a father. I'm sure that 
without it I would have been a lesser man... 


Whether or not you may ultimately be attracted to 
Masonry, its of the utmost importance that you recognize, and 
subscribe to, those basic truths upon which the Order of 
Freemasonry is founded . . . Without such beliefs and 
principles the world can hold but little substance for you, and 
the possibility of you attaining the goals for which your 
ancestors have worked so hard will be forever lost... There is 
no substitute for those.basic principles of morality which were 
the foundation of the world which were written by the hand of 
God, not only on tablets of stone as told in the Bible, but on the 
hearts of men as disclosed by their conscience. Do not think 
there is any way you can disregard these basics and yet enjoy 
peace of mind or composure of soul... As sure as the sun rises 
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in the morning and disappears at night, as sure as the planets 
perform their appointed cycles, as the seasons come and go, 
and as people are born and die, so are these truths 
unchangeable, unyielding — the wise come to recognize and 
welcome them, enjoying the comfort which comes from an 
acceptance of certainty and the strength which develops from 
an unfailing faith. 


Long ago man had problems of communication occasioned 
by distance and the limitations of that age... Men today have 
problems of communicating with their sons, not necessarily 
related to distance, but arising from habits and customsanda 
rapidly changing way of life .. . Love, respect, and confidence 
are the bridges which will span the gap of communication 
problems of today. 


I was not giving away any Masonic secrets when I referred 
to Masonry as the science of self-improvement . . . I hope that 
you, too, my son, will constantly strive to improve yourself... I 
don't eare whether you amass a fortune, or attain publie 
acclaim, such matters do not necessarily denote improvement, 
but I do want you to be the kind of person that people are proud 
to know and call their friend ... Knowledge is the material, 
and philosophy the fabric from which you should weave your 
personality ... 


As you build yourself, begin with a solid foundation — your 
Faith in God. Use the basic principles of morality, truth, right 
and justice to construct your superstructure, cover yourself 
with an impervious roof of humor, wit and humility ... Let 
your personality and faith light the interior and reach out into 
the world around you. 


In your quest for knowledge, read the old masters, 
beginning with the Bible, and note how the same principles 
are recurring down through the ages. 


Look to history and there find the guidance for the future. . 
. Note how history repeats itself .. . Observe the rise and fall of 
civilizations, the causes and the effects, and ponder these 
things in the light of conditions of today . . . If you can 
determine our position in the present cycle of history, you can 
generally foresee the course of the future... Thisissimply one 
T the laws of nature, proven and established by the pattern of 
the past... 


As you look to the future, my son, continue to build... You 
can do it if you will but maintain your faith ... Take the broken 
parts in your capable hands, look to the trestleboard of the past 
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for designs of the future... Carve new patterns in accordance 
with God’s plan, and develop a civilization and a philosophy of 
life, that you will be proud to pass on to your children.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 39) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
delivered by Brother Ernest R. Porter, Chairman, and 
entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During this past year the Grand Lodge of North Carolina experienced the 
loss of 1376 brethren by death. Death depreciates life, and all too often the 
brethren of our great Fraternity are soon forgotten. Fittingly therefore, as a 
company of friends and brothers, we pause in the proceedings of this Grand 
Lodge meeting to pay honest tribute, genuine appreciation, and to think upon 
those qualities of life that are eternal and transcends even death and the 
grave. 


The Apostle Paul wrote, “Whatever is true, whatever is honorable, 
whatever is just, whatever is pure, whatever is lovely, whatever is gracious, if 
there is any excellence, if there is anything worthy of praise, think about these 
things” (Philippians 4:8). Thus, it is appropriate for us to think upon the noble 
and commendable characteristics of our 1875 departed brethren, who have 
completed their work in the craft and have gone on totheir reward. This is not 
to imply that our brothers were perfect. Most of them would probably be very 
uncomfortable with any such implication. There are and were qualities and 
virtues, I’m sure, among these fellow Master Masons that we would do well to 
remember and emulate in our own lives. To his friend, Philemon, the Apostle 
Paul wrote, “I thank my God always when I remember you . . .” (Philemon 8). 
Just so, we lift to The Supreme Architect our gratitude for every 
remembrance of our departed brothers. 


Our purpose here is not only to pause, remember and express our 
gratitude, thereby, blessing the memory of our departed brethren. Another 
purpose is to unify and convey our sympathetic understanding and concern 
for their loved ones and friends. Death is a separator that drops a curtain of 
silence between loved ones and friends. 


The original Greek Language in which most of our Holy Writ is penned, 
suggested that if a person really cared about the circumstances of his fellows, 
he might enter vicariously into that person's experience. They called this 
“sympathos,” meaning “with suffering,” from which comes our word 
"sympathy." By means of sympathy we enter into the minds and hearts of 
those who suffer the loss by death of a loved one and friend to share their 
sorrow. The old Latins, in whose language most of our early history was 
written, discovered that when sympathy wassincere, a miracle resulted in the 
bereaved. They called it *con-fortis," meaning "together strong," and from it 
comes our word, “comfort.” Thus, we offer our sympathy and are mutually 
comforted by it and extend comfort to those whose sorrow is the deepest. 


An unknown author has expressed it like this: 


“My greatest joy on earth shall be, 
To find at the turning of every road,

The budget for the year ending December 31, 1976, has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 
with our budget. An audit has been made for this budget period, and a copy 
will be included in this report. 


We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc., and can report they have transferred to Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home $43,000.00 each during 
the past calendar year. We recommend the income from the Foundation 
continue to be contributed directly to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home, and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $7,000.00 each, thus making a 
total appropriation to each institution in the amount of $15,000.00. Should the 
amount paid from the Foundation to the institutions be less than $35,000.00 
each, we recommend that the Charity Fund of the Grand Lodge pay such other 
amounts, in addition to the above $7,000.00 each, as may be deemed necessary 
to insure the institutions shall receive a combined total minimum of 
$50,000.00 each during this calendar year. 


We recommend the Grand Master and the Committee on Finance review 
the General Fund authorizing the surplus funds, in their discretion, be 
transferred to the Grand Lodge Building Reserve Account and/or the 1987 
Grand Lodge Bicentennial Escrow Account. 


In examining the past several budgets, we have found the inflationery 
trends of the economy have steadily increased our annual operating cost. We, 
therefore, recommend that the per capita tax be increased from $3.50 to $4.50. 


After careful consideration, your committee recommends that as a 
matter of policy the automobile used by the Grand Master be turned over to 
the Grand Secretary for an additional year’s use. At the end of the second 
year’s use, the automobile being used by the Grand Secretary be traded for a 
new automobile for the Grand Master. We further recommend that the above 
policy be adopted for future automobiles for the use of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best interest of 
the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give written 
authorization for this budget to be exceeded by any department, agency or 
office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein provided for, within 
availability of funds.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTE ON 
MASONIC JURISPRUDENCE 


(Docket No. 41) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence was read by M..W.:.G. Dudley Humphrey, 
P.G.M., and the recommendations of the committee on each 
section was adopted. The report was then adopted as a whole: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully submits the 
following report. For convenient reference, we use the same subjects, titles 
and subdivisions of the address of the Grand Master as used by him, or the 
Docket number as used in any report, or other document submitted for our 
consideration and action in all of our references to those matters and subjects. 


ORDER NO. 1 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted) 


ORDER NO. 2 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve that part of the Grand 
Master’s Order No. 2 which reads “The records of Manteo Lodge and those in 
the Grand Secretary’s office clearly indicate that all Regulations of THE 
CODE were complied with in the exclusion of Brother Payne”... and “I have 
no authority as Grand Master to order the erasure of this exclusion,”. 


Regulation 88-03 of THE CODE provides that the Grand Lodge shall 
provide at its expense a suitable certificate to be known as the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina Service Award to be presented to Master Masons, members of 
lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, who have been Master 
Masons in good standing continuously for twenty-five years or more, 
immediately preceding the date of award, the certificate to be presented by 
the Grand Master or his personal representative, and subsection 1 of the same 
Regulation provides for the presentation of a Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
Service Award medal or emblem to be presented to the brother at the same 
time he is presented the twenty-five year certificate. 


Regulation 85-08 of THE CODE requires the Grand Secretary each year 
to prescribe an official receipt card for dues, to be used by all lodges, which 
shall show among other data, the date to which the dues of the brother are 
paid. 

None of the facts presented by the Grand Master brings this case within 
the provisions of Regulation 88-05 of THE CODE. 


We are of the opinion that that part of Order No. 2 stating “I, therefore, 
order that at such time when Brother Payne will become eligible to receive a 
twenty-five year Service Award, that the one day exclusion for nonpayment of 
dues on his record be disregarded and Brother Payne considered to have had 
continuous membership” is contrary to the provisions of THE CODE, and that 
the Grand Master is without authority to order the Grand Secretary or the 
Secretary of a subordinate lodge to disregard a record of exclusion of a 
brother, which is a part of the Masonic record of the brother. We, therefore, 
reluctantly recommend that the Grand Lodge disapprove the latter part of 
Order No. 2 as reported by the Grand Master. (Adopted) 
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ORDER NO. 3 AND ORDER NO. 4 


These two Orders deal with the same subject matter and we recommend 
that the Grand Lodge approve Order No. 3 and Order No. 4 as reported by the 
Grand Master. (Adopted) 


ORDER NO. 5 AND ORDER NO. 6 


These two Orders deal with the same subject matter and we recommend 
that the Grand Lodge approve Order No. 5 and Order No. 6as reported by the 
Grand Master.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


We have considered the following amendments to THE CODE as 
submitted by the Committee on Unfinished Business which were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 20, 21, 1976, to be 
acted upon at this Annual Communication. 


We recommend adoption of the following proposed amendments: 
Amend Section 3, by adding a new subsection 6, to read as follows: 


6. The District Deputy Grand Lecturers of the several Masonic Districts. 
[35-08(2.B]. (Adopted) 


Amend Regulation 47-17 to read as follows: 


REG. 47-17. A petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge having 
concurrent jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of the same concurrent 
jurisdiction within one year following the date of his rejection. If he moves 
from such concurrent jurisdiction for any length of time under one year and 
then returns to reside in such concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any 
other lodge therein until the original one year period has elapsed; provided 
however, if he moves from such concurrent jurisdiction and resides within the 
jurisdiction of another lodge the time prescribed by law, he may petition that 
lodge. (Adopted) 


Amend Regulation 78-04 to read as follows: 


REG. 78-04. No lodge shall receive the petition of one who has been 
rejected for the degrees within six months from the date of his rejection; but it 
may thereafter if the petitioner is otherwise qualified; provided, however, 
that a petitioner for the degrees rejected by a lodge having concurrent 
jurisdiction cannot petition another lodge of the same concurrent jurisdiction 
within one year following the date of his rejection; however, if he moves from 
such concurrent jurisdiction for any length of time under one year and then 
returns to reside in such concurrent jurisdiction, he cannot petition any other 
lodge therein until the original one year period has elapsed. If he moves from 
such coneurrent jurisdiction and resides within the jurisdiction of another 
lodge the time prescribed by law, he may petition that lodge. (Adopted) 

Amend Regulation 78-06 to read as follows: 

REG. 78-06. A lodge having jurisdiction may receive a petition for the 
degrees of one duly qualified who has been illegally rejected by a lodge not 
having jurisdiction, within six months of such rejection. (Adopted) 

Amend Regulation 97-02(23) to read as follows: 

REG. 97-02. 
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23. For a lodge to accept a petition of one who has been rejected within six 
months preceding the date of petition, except as provided for in Regulation 78- 
06, and, in case of concurrent jurisdiction, to accept the petition of one who has 
been rejected by another lodge in the same concurrent jurisdiction within one 
year preceding the date of petition. (Adopted) 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence recommends the adoption of 
the report in its totality.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENCE 


(Docket No. 49) 


The following report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Correspondence was received and entered on the record and 
adopted. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We have received a request for recognition from The Grand Orient of 
Brazil, and had prepared a recommendation to be presented to our Annual 
Communication on April 19-20, 1977 based on information obtained from the 
1976 Report of the Commission On Information For Recognition of the 
Conference of the Grand Masters of Masons of North America, but the 1977 
Report of this Commission which was received in the Grand Secretary's office 
on April 13, 1977 throws an entirely different light on the Brazil situation, so 
we had to change our recommendation. 

This latest report lists some very startling charges against the Grand 
Orient of Brazil. Grand Master Mello, of the Grand Lodge of Guanabara, 
which Brazilian Grand Lodge is recognized by the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, charges that the Grand Orient of Brazil permits the use of Masonic 
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work which denies the existence of God and the immortality of the soul. In 
addition to these charges, the Grand Secretary for Foreign Relations of the 
Grand Lodge of Guanabara, Brother Valdemiro Pinto, charges that the 
Grand Orient Lodges include lodges organized for women, and recognizes 
mixed lodges of men and women. 


These are, of course, serious charges, and they have been made before, but 
they have been repudiated by responsible officers of the Grand Orient. 
However, since there appears to be some doubt as to the regularity of the 
Grand Orient of Brazil, we have no alternative but to recommend 
postponement of recognition of the Grand Orient of Brazil by the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina.

Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 


preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping, They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of
